“Amerikan” MX, more throttle 
less thinking 


Mike Plunkett and the AMA officials 
who cancelled the scheduled national 
opener at Baymare have managed to 
up-hold the tradition of pussy-cross in 
southern California. 

Postponing an MX event due to rain 
is unheard of except in So. Cal. Shutting 
down a national event when spectators 
and riders have travelled literally 
thousands of miles is inexcusable. Yet, 
Plunkett was so bold as to advertise in 
Cycle News that, “These riders 
guaranteed rain or shine.” 

Plunkett and those involved tend to 
cheapen the true spirit of motocross just 
as recent “pitch and putt” indoor events 
have. It is apparent that motocross will 
soon be “Amerikanized”’ to the peint of 
being an entirely different sport from 
the classic mud, rocks, and rain events 
of Europe. 
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After visiting the track on Sunday I 
could only think of racing back home in 
Wisconsin where the first eight or ten 
events in Spring are genuine mud races, 
run under conditions far worse than 
Baymare, Conditions that demand more 
thinking and less throttle. This 
throttle/thinking relationship is what 
keeps Americans from winning on 
European tracks. 

So long as Mike Plunkett and 
promoters like him are in control of the 
American MX scene, you can bet the 
conditions ` will -be oriented . towards 
drawing spectators and making a buck.

Enduro rule 


Listed below are the reasons for 
support of the 1974 Enduro rule, which 
states that starting times are to be 
assigned in the order of rider 
classification with the “A” riders leaving 
first. 

1. The skill and experience of each 
rider is kept closer together for 
purposes of safety. There will be a 
more even flow of traffic and fewer 
bottlenecks. Also it is easier on the 
terrain. 

2. In all other Divisions: Professional 
Racing, Flat Track, Short Track, 
Scambles, Motocross, Hare & 
Hound, and Hare Scrambles each 
rider rides with riders of his own 
class. ñ 

3. This rule is used in all Enduros in 
the Eastern Districts and has 
worked well for them. 

4 With riders of the same 
classification riding together it is 
much fairer than to have a rider of 
the same classification leaving 45 
minutes or more ahead of you — 
and both of you competiting for 
the same trophy. 

5. In each rider class, every rider has 
the same chance to be drawn first. 

6. Regardless of rider class, riders 
may still ride together if they 
request. Howeveer they will be 
assigned starting numbers in the 
lowest class of that group. A 
father/son team of an “A” rider 
and a “C” rider would be assigned 
a starting number in the “C” rider 
series if they wanted to ride 
together. š 

I feel that this rule is good, sound, 
and logical. It is in the best interest of 
all riders and should not be abandoned 
without a fair trial.

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Hangtown Classic: In search of gold 


PLYMOUTH, CAL., APR. 7 
Spectators swarmed to the Sixth 
Annual Hangtown Classic 
sponsored today by the Dirt 
Diggers North Motorcycle Club. It 
was the first time the popular 
Nothern California race, held 
about 30 miles east of 
Sacramento, carried an AMA 
National sanction. It was also the first 
time in the AMA’s fifty years, that all 
three AMA National motocross classes 
were run on the same track on the same 
day. 

The track was not exceptionally 
challenging from a technical viewpoint, 
with no killer uphills and downhills with 
hairpin turns at the top like seen at 
Livermore, It was very fast, and, as the 
day wore on, very rough. The track mud 
was just the right consistency for 
knobbies to shape into soggy whoops on 
the straights and deep trenches in the 
turns, But the traction was excellent all 
over the track. The worst part of the 
track at its worst all day was still better 
than most Southern California tracks at 
their best after one moto. 


The background for the races was 
really fine, a regular pastoral ideal. 
Hangtown is in the midst of California’s 
Mother Lode area, spawning grounds 
for the great Gold Rush. The course 
itself was built on the site of an old 
mine reputed to have yielded over $75 
in gold, counted at today’s prices. 


Lush green hills wet with dew and 
spotted with stately old oaks held up 
old barns and farm buildings around the 
area, The race watchers could spread 
picnic blankets and lunches under the 
trees or in the sunny meadows, wander 
around toting bottles of sweet wine and 
coolers full of beer, or even stand in a 
swampy place surrounding the finish 
line, their feet slowly sinking into more 
mud than it takes to get some Southern 
California promoters to cancel national 
races. It feels good to know your 
engineer boots can handle more goo 
than Baymare’s bulldozer can. ..or 
maybe it just feels sad. 


But today was beautiful, the feel of 
the crowd was superb, and the racing 
was fantastic.

Yamaha’s newest prototype, a 
monoshock 125cc sleek looking 
machine, picked the roughest track in 
Northern California to make its debut 
and although the handling was “super” 
according to veteran Tim Hart, it still 
ended up in the pits prior to the ending 
of the final moto. And Hart, after a 
tremendous endo, had reportedly 
fractured his wrist in the spill. 

This had happened about a third of 
the way through the third and final 
National round. Hart had gotten into 
some trouble on the first lap, running 
dead last and nearly a minute behind 
the leaders when he came around to 
complete tour number one: In the 
second moto he had blistered the field, 
winning by a cool 50 seconds over the 
incredible eleventh grader from San 
Diego, Marty Smith on the 
factory-prepared Honda. 

Marty, who hasn’t tasted defeat 
overall since February 17 and only that 
one time since December, had tangled 
with several riders off the line and had 
been shoved back into about 25th spot 
in that second race. He had won the 
first with a comfortable 13-second gap 
ahead of Bruce McDougal (Hon). 

However, with Hart wailing away at 
the point, Smith continued to be 
bogged down in traffic and by the 
midway point was still running eleventh. 
Time was running out in the short 
20-minute round and with just a few 
laps remaining, Smith suddenly found 
the groove again and banged his way 
into second within two and a half laps. 
By this time, Hart was on the other side

of the 1.3-mile course and couldn’t be 
seen. 

With Hart finishing fifth after a 
come-from-behind flurry in the first 
moto, and Smith’s incredible late-race 
bid to second, the two moto victors 
shared the spotlight for what was

expected to be a wimner take all 
showdown in the final. 

But, Marty broke to the lead right 
into the first turn — by far his best start 
of the day. He then quickly built it up 
to a 75-yard margin by the end of lap 
one and that’s when it seemed sewed up 


as Hart was trailing the field. 

Marty continued to remain on the 
pipe, sliding graciously through 
otherwise rough corners, and perfectly 
judging throttle control off jumps to 
keep the rear wheel producing traction. 
In last year’s unsanctioned Hangtown 
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the Mother Lode 


event, he had won by consistency, but 
now he was winning with sheer 
dominance over the entire field of 
riders. That is, except Hart. By the third 
lap, the pack had already seen the rage 
and power of the new proto Yamaha. 
Like Mike Hartwig had done earlier in 
the Open National first round, Hart 
wasn’t picking ‘em off one by one in his 
drive after Smith; he was doing it in 
clumps of threes and fours and had 
suddenly burst back into the spotlight 
and was in fifth place! 

There was still a considerable gap 
between the two challengers, but Hart 
was looking for a Smith error to cash in 
on. Instead, the error was Tim’s. Off a 
jump heading back to the far back 
‘section, the bike went sideways, hit 
hard and that was it. He finally got his 


self together enough to putt slowly back 


into the pits where he retired in pain. 

Left, unmatched, Marty Smith 
cruised home with the moto victory and 
the subsequent Overall, the first ever in 
the history of the AMA 125cc National 
Championship trail. 

Chuck Bower (Hon), another 
Southern California rider, who knows 
more than anyone just how Hart felt as 
he had crashed here last year while 
contending the 125 Overall and broke 
his arm, used a fourth, sixth and second 
to claim the runnerup spot. 

In fact, the. entire Honda team 
seemed to be the dominant force in a 
moto by moto showing, although Bob 
Haag (Hus) broke matters up with a 
third Overall. Bob had retired about 
nine months ago, then felt the urge 
again and returned to practicing in 
December. In the last month he has 
been getting into his old shape and 
today had perhaps his best ride as a 
nationally-ranked star, using an 8-7-4 
trio to capture the show money. 

Eastern Rocket, Mickey Boone 
(factory Honda), had trouble adjusting 
to the terrain in this, his first visit to the 
West Coast. He took a disgruntled 
eleventh in the first trip, improved to an 
eighth in the next, then finished up the 
day with a strong third behind 
teammates Smith and Bower in the 
final, _ 

The only dent Northern Californians 
could put in the overall results were 
dealt by John Keese (Bul) of San Luis 
Obispo and ‘Vincent. Clark of Lompoc, 
fifth and sixth overall. North hopeful 
Danny Turner (Hus), was in contention 
in both the first two motos, actually 
leading Hart in that second round 
runaway for half the race, but bike 
problems caught up with him and he 
finished down the list. 

Honda finished up its factory 
attempts with Bruce McDougal taking 
seventh overall, hurt greatly by a final 
moto 19th when he was bogged down 
by a first lap problem. 

Two things were quickly agreed upon 
today. Marty Smith is probably the best 
125cc rider in the country. And the 
other is that the new proto Yamaha 
seems to have a very bright future. It 
should be an interesting season. .

Bill Grossi (Hon) got the jump at the 
start of the first 30 minute 250 moto, 
with Gary Jones (Can-Am) and Buck 
Murphy (Pen) right behind. One lap 
later Grossi still led, but Murphy was 
second and a hard charging Marty Tripes 
(Hus), 1973 Hangtown 250 class 
winner, out for yengance against Team 
Honda after being “‘let go” this year, 
was reeling in the slack as he aimed for 
the lead. Jones was fourth and his 
arch-rival, Open National MX 
Champion and last year’s non-national 
Hangtown Open class winner, Pierre 
Karsmakers (Yam), riding a 250 today, 
was back in tenth. 

The well-dug ruts in the mud coming 


out of the finish turn fooled Jones the 
next time around. He stalled it long 
enough to drop one place to Gaylon 
Mosier (Hon). With Karsmakers on the 
move up, that put Jones fifth and 
Karsmakers right behind at sixth — the 
famous Jones/Karsmakers 
motocross/bareknuckle duel was once 
again in full swing. This time they kept 
their battle limited to motorcycle 
racing. 

Tripes was right on Grossi’s rear 
wheel as the pair opened up a lead on 
Buck Murphy in third. Jones made a 
move to pass Mosier off the jump right 
after the start area, A few turns later the 
momentum of his charge put Mosier 
between him and Karsmakers, 

On the fourth lap it was Grossi and 
Tripes wheel to wheel, side by side, 
back and forth. Tripes took the lead, 
Grossi grabbed it back, Tripes got 
inside, Grossi did the same on the next 
turn going the other way. The battle 
moved from ten seconds ahead of third 
to 15 seconds ahead of third in one lap 
as Tripes kept the pressure up. Jones 
and Karmakers are doing the same trip 
three seconds behind Murphy, and the 
hardest part of spectating is deciding 
which duel you want to see. 

Jones dialed it on and pulled away 
from Karsmakers. After a brief 
back-and-forther with Murphy, Jones 
took third and stretched it out right 
away. Murphy’s bike was sounding 
raspier after each lap and he started 
losing positions. 

Karsmakers and Mosier moved up as 
Murphy’s Penton got louder and slower 
and the leaders start getting into traffic. 

Mosier got into the same mud rut as 
Jones did and Murphy, still charging as 
his bike went sour, was by. It didn’t last 
after Mosier got straightened out again. 

Grossi used traffic to shake Tripes a 
bit, but Tripes closed up whenever he 
got a clear line. Jones moved away from 
Karsmakers the same way. Grossi had 
eight seconds on Tripes as the white flag 
came out, Jones had third with seven 
seconds over Karsmakers. When it all 
counted one lap later, Jones was right 
on Tripes’ knobby with Grossi still out 
front, and Karsmakers came in a ways 
back, looking down at his rear hub as he 
motored into the pits. Mosier, Murphy, 
and 250 ‘Trans-AMA champ Rich 
Eierstedt (Hon) followed. 

Southern California hotshoe Ken 
Zahrt (Bul) got the hole shot away from 
the gate in the second 250 moto, with 
Mosier right behind him. Mosier, Jones, 
and Murphy all zapped Zahrt before the 
lap was over. Jones was in a dice again, 
but this time it was with Mosier, First 
Jones led, with Mosier a hot second. 
Then it was swap time with Mosier-in 
front by a foot or so and Jones in 
second fighting for first. It stayed that 
way for six more laps. Both Eierstedt 
and Grossi were on the move as the 
Jones/Mosier duel continued, lap after 
lap. Right behind was Ron Pomeroy 
(Bul), determined to pull off a finish 
better than the ninth he got in the first 
moto. Murphy held them all off in third 
for awhile, but then the whole bunch 
got by. Karsmakers lost his right 
footpeg, got it fixed in the pits, and 
came back out two laps down. 

Jones had the lead, but Grossi was 
third and moving up on Mosier with 
everybody else right behind. When 
Grossi blasted past Mosier and Jones on 
one lap, Tripes followed, but only past 
Mosier —, until another lap had been 
run, Then it was Grossi and Tripes all 
over again with Jones third (again), 
Pomeroy fourth, Eierstedt fifth, and 
Mosier back to sixth. Eierstedt held on 
even after hitting a stalled rider he was 
lapping (in the same spot Jones stalled 
in the first moto.) They finished almost 
the same way, except Rich Thorwaldson 
passed Mosier to take sixth. 

Overall it was Grossi, Tripes, Jones, 
Eierstedt, and Mosier.

Rocket Rex Staten (Hon), Gary 


Semics (Hus), Bryar Holcomb (Bul), and 
Jammin’ Jim Weinert (Kaw) blasted 
away from the start ahead of the masses 
in the first Open moto, but it was 
Staten into the first turn. Semics was 
second and Weinert passed Holcomb 
right there to take third. At the start of 
the second lap Weinert aced Semics, 
who had taken the lead from Staten. 
Staten followed, Holcomb got Semics, 
and Mike Runyard (Suz) moved up to 
dice with Semics, Staten and Weinert 
got into this tremendous side by side 
duel. One lap later Staten just flew 
past Weinert on the downhill after the 
starting area. 

With Staten and Weinert in positions 
one and two, the stage was set for the 
best Open class battle of the day, one 
that had spectators flashing back to the 
Grossi/Tripes duel they had seen 
moments before. 

Staten and Weinert were riding so 
fast it was incredible. DiStefano just 
kept on charging, taking third as 
Holcomb slowed on his new blue 
Bultaco — Runyard went with 
DiStefano when he passed Holcomb, 

It took the announcer three laps of 
Staten leading to finally say “Maybe 
Staten has the lead now.” Staten did 
have the lead, six seconds worth of it, 
and Weinert was 17 seconds in front of 
now third place DiStefano, Runyard, 
Semics, Mike Hartwig (Yam), and 
Holcomb. 

As Staten came around the next lap, 
the announcer was so engrossed in 
pointing out “Dick ‘Bugsy’ Mann, 
from Richmond, California’ for the 
fourth time, (as Mann ran about 
mid-pack on a Triumph, that he 
completely missed Staten and the fact 
that suddenly Weinert was not coming 
around at all. With one lap to go it was 
Staten, DiStefano, Hartwig, Semics, and 
Runyard on the track, and Weinert 
pushing through the trees along the 
back side of the course. They finished 
just that way. 

“It just quit,” said Weinert after the 
moto, “I think some dirt got on the 
points or something, because it just 
went blahhh.” 

For Hartwig, his finish in third had a 

. special significance — he was third from 








last after a start crash, and passed about 
15 guys on his first lap. Even the 
announcer, such as he was, correctly 
figured out that Hartwig had done some 
serious racing during the moto. How 
serious Hartwig was wouldn’t be 
completely obvious until after the next 
and last Open moto. 

Crashes littered the start of the 
second Open moto. Lars Larsson (Hus) 
had a just plain bad day. Starting a lap 
down in the first moto, he had quickly 
given up and pitted. At the start of the 
second moto, he hit Rex Staten and 
knocked him into a tremendous tank 
slapper. Mike Runyard was also 
knocked off in the pileup. Larsson 
motored around the track and into the 
pits after being picked up, a gash 
showing in his yellow jersey, and Staten 


rode into the pits to get a new pipe 
grafted on his factory. Honda. Runyard 
hung it up for the day. 

Two laps later Staten was on the 
course again, but it was too late. 

Steve Stackable (Mai) was left holding 
the first place spot. By the third lap, 
when Staten had just gotten circulating 
again, Hartwig was running hard in 
pursuit, followed by Holcomb and 
Semics. One lap later Hartwig had the 
lead, which he never gave up, and with 
Staten out, the Overall win as well. 

While Stackable still held second, 
Holcomb and Semics were doing the 
dicing routine with DiStefano fifth. 
Semics gained a little on Holcomb, who 
then had to contend with DeStefano’s 
drive. 

Both DiStefano and Weinert passed

bumped him in the second moto start.

Holcomb. While Hartwig had a 26 
second lead over Stackable, now trying 
to fend off Semics, Staten moved up 
methodically on Hartwig (even though 
Staten was two laps down) and 
methodically proceeded to blow him 
off, just to show he could do it. 
Hartwig’s lead built up into 31 seconds 
as Semics passed Stackable and 
DiStefano moved up on Stackable, with 
Weinert fifth. On the last lap DiStefano 





streaked past Stackable to take second 
and Semics fell back into fourth. It was 
Hartwig, Stackable, Semics and Weinert. 

Hartwig won overall, followed by 
DiStefano, Semics, and Stackable. Rex 
Staten crashed while taking a “parade 
lap” after the finish. In the pits he just 
said “I guess I had bad luck.”

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Cheater wins Baker to Vegas

LAS VEGAS, NEV., APRIL 6

today took first overall in the 


DRA_ Baker-to-Vegas. 


Cordis 


Brooks (150 Bul) and Jim Fish- 


back (400 CZ) had their own race 
going out in front of the pack 
today during the second annual 
DRA 102 mile event. With the 
powerful 400 CZ under him, Fishback 
felt confident of a win, but just after 
the smoke bomb he did one of his usual 
spectacular get-offs and Cordis took the 
lead. The pair diced back and forth for 
most of the hundred miles, Jim taking 
the lead, stopping to fix his brakes, and 
Cordis taking over. Jim blasting by again 
only to be passed in the pits, regaining 
his lead and losing it when a shock blew 
and knocked the chain off. At Stateline 
the pair had a five minute lead over 
third place Jack Johnson with A.C. 
Bakken another fifteen feet back in 
fourth. But at Jean (Pop’s Oasis), 
Cordis, now in the lead again charged 
off down the Bonnie and Clyde course 
and Fishback followed. The two 
minutes the pair was off course was just 
enough for Johnson to slip into first 
lace. 

Fishback, meanwhile had blown his 
second shock and lost his seat and 
decided Jean, Nevada was a pretty good 
place for him to end his race. Cordis 
Brooks took his Bultaco on in for 
second place, thirty seconds behind 
Johnson, with A.C. Bakken (Hus) in for 
third overall and first 400. 


Tom Brooks has had a lot of bad 
luck since he injured his knee just 
before Check Chase. Today was no 
exception as Tom landed with an 
“oomph” just before the bomb. He 
picked it up and dilly-dallied the rest of 
the way, bringing his 125 DKW in 
behind Mark Adent’s Penton Gringo for 
fifth overall and first 125. Brooks didn’t 
complain about the way his bike was 
running, so maybe having the carburetor 
in two pieces doesn’t affect the Deek’s 
performance, 

The course was much the same as last 
year’s with a few interesting exceptions. 
One of the rock washes had water in it 
and there was about forty feet of trail 
that was mighty slippery and more than 
a few Novices and Beginners lost their 
seat in that section. Shortly after that 
there was a pretty little road through 
the valley, winding between the trees 
and farm buildings. Nobody is supposed 
to be able to ride there, but Ron Burpo 
diplomatically offered to grade the 
farmer’s road after the bikes got 
through tearing it up and we were given 
permission to pass. 

Riders were expecting to cross under 
the freeway at Stateline and run down 
the right side of the freeway into Jean, 
but the sand sailors were having a race 
on the dry lake, so the course ran down 
the world’s roughest fire road (“Just 
like Ponderosa, only rocky,” according 
to one Amateur.) for eleven miles, then 
crossed under, ran four miles into Jean 
and just on the other side of Jean met 
the fatal (for Brooks and Fishback) 
Bonnie and Clyde course. 

With all the heavies from District 37 
and the hot-dogs from Las Vegas, it 
wasn’t such a good day for the DRA 
regulars. 

DRA number 1, the Sled Rider’s own 
lovable Gus Paul blew his engine at 
Jean. “I wasn’t doing so hot anyway” 
Gus admitted. And 1x, John Fisher got 
in for ninth overall and sixth 250. It 
could have been worse, but Gene 
Cannady, riding a new 125 Puch was 
having a terrible day. He couldn’t find 
either of his pits and after wandering 
around for a while in each pit stop, 
borrowed gas from somebody else’s 
crew. Rubberman Bill Friant, who 


amuses the spectators by bouncing all - 


over the desert before charging across 
the finish line (usually first or second in 
his class), today surprised us all by 
breaking his foot. Observers said that 
the first half bottle of tequila eased the 
pain somewhat. 

The desert was strewn with broken 
machinery but Desildorff was grinding 
her way down the course, picking up 
broken bikes and hauling them to the 
next check or the finish line. Actually, 
for all the section between Baker and 
Las Vegas looked like a motorcycle 
junkyard, the percentage of breakage 
was fairly light. Of the 1,100 starters, 
650 managed to finish with slightly less 
than half of the riders DNF’ing for 
whatever reason. The usual attrition rate 
in a long race is two-thirds. 

Does anybody know what happened 
to Scott Harden. Scott, if you recall 
took third overall at the 
Barstow-to-Vegas and was running in 
the top ten when we last saw him at 
Cima Road, but he never showed up at 
the finish line. Mark Mason, another Las 
Vegas hot-shoe, did get to the finish 
line, but without his bike. The second 
time the chain came off oe Mark in 
fourth place), he couldn’t find it. 

Among those who had problems on 
the way to the finish line were Ron 
Burpo’s wife, Beverly and her sister 
Regina. Their vehicle balked on the 
freeway and the two lovelies were 
obliged to thumb it the rest of the way. 
Maybe you don’t think it is important 
for them >to get there before you, but 
they had the finisher’s pins and more 
important, the champagne! Luckily, the 
two ladies were picked up by a semi and 
driven in regal splendor right to the 
finish line. 

Bob Burtscher rode his 400 Husky to 
first place in the Beginner class today. 
He finished about 125 overall, and was 
so fast that it was at first hard to 
believe. Bob finished almost exactly one 
hour behind the first Experts, but after 
all, he gave them a half hour head start 
and they weren’t riding in the dust. Jim 
Steward (Yam) and Hal Hammermann 
(Hus) finished a few minutes later for 
second and third Beginner with Mike 
Grimm in at fifth Beginner for first 250. 

That the course was super-dusty was 
attested to by the riders with mud 
caked on their teeth and spectators with 
gray faces, hair and clothes. It was a 
rough one, as rough as Check Chase 
according to some who rode both, but 
not as long, Even with the dust, the 
rocks (aren’t the bushes always too 
close together?) it was a fun race. In 
spots the mood was lightened by signs. 
One, on a rocky road said, “Watcha you 

ss.” and another, an arrow marking the 
course, was in the middle of a burned 
out TV set. Weary and streaked with 
grime the warriors headed into town. 
They were too tired to talk about it 
then, but by Wednesday when some of 
the soreness works out of their muscles 
they will be talking about “next year at 
the Baker-to-Vegas I’m gonna...” @

April 6 

Imola, a small city near Bologna, 
is today under a fever. Racing 
fever. The top speed riders in the 
world are here along with 150,000 
delirious fans. The race used to be 
called the Revenge of Daytona. 

Saturday’s time trials gave the 
riders an opportunity to show just 
what they had in mind for Sunday’s 200 
miler. 

Teuvo Lansivuori took pole position 
with the fastest lap, 2.02.48. He was 
followed by Giacomo Agostini at 
2.02.98. Ago, racing at his home track 
was eager to prove that his disputed 
Daytona victory was not the result of 
luck. Third was Barry Sheene, Ken 
Roberts followed in fourth. 

Yvon DuHamel secured seventh, this 
due in part to a corner taken at too high 
a speed and the recovery time involved 
in getting straightened out again. Along 
with “home town boy ” Ago, DuHamel 
is a top Italian favorite. 

Gene Romero and Art Baumann had 
trouble finding the ideal sprocket and 
along with other mechanical difficulties 
had to settle for 12th and 18th places 
respectively.

In the rider’s park the Kawasaki team 
gives off an air of confidence.

April 7 

Italy’s Mandracci dropped his Suzuki 
into the hay bales finishing the bike. 
During the first six laps Roberts held 
the lead keeping well away from a hard 
charging Ago and Lansivouri. The front 
runners were followed by Romero, 
Sheene, Smart, and DuHamel. 

Art Baumann slipped in a corner and 
unfortunately damaged DuHamel’s bike, 
resulting in the attrition of the two 
Kawasaki’s. 

In the actions that followed, Roberts 
turned the. fastest lap with a 2.00.00 
time, this accomplished while chasing a 
now-in-the-lead Agostini. Paul Smart 
blew his engine trying to do the same. 
The first heat saw Agostini first, 
Roberts second, Lansivouri third, 
Romero fourth and Sheene fifth. 

The second heat again saw Ago take 
the lead followed by Roberts. Roberts 
brought the fans to their feet in the 
third lap when he took the lead away 
from Agostini. The chase was on, Ago 
the pursuer for four laps catching 
Roberts in the seventh and finally 
passing him. The fans went wild. 

The results were set. No more lead 
changes took place. Refueling stops 
were clocked at four seconds. The 
crowd turned their attention to the 
Sheene/Romero duel taking place 
behind the leaders. The second heat 
finished as follows; Agostini, Roberts, 
Lansivouri, Romero, and Sheene. ° 


Book review 


Two-Wheel Wonder 
By Robin Lawrie 


Panthenon Books, Inc. 


In a publication aimed at the 
Junior High and elementary level 
reader, an author’s job is at best 
ambiguous. Robin Lawrie has 
managed to produce a book that 
will satisfy in several ways the 
education, motorcycle-wise, of 
this age group. 

Small in pages, bright in page design 
color, adequately sprinkled with 
technical and scientific vocabulary, and 
easily read, the book does more than 
provide the reader with page turning 
practice. Lawrie blends simple sentences 
into learning steps through his 
elementary cum technical progressions 
into the whats and hows of 
motorcycles. 

The author establishes the 
motorcycle as an entity first through a 
brief historical sojourn, then as a visible 
mechanical creation. The technological 
workings of the motorcycle are well 
handled by usage of easily understood 
diagrams and accompanying copy that 
runs the gamut from simple to precise 
vocabulary. 

In the right hands, and with a little 
bit of instruction the book could be 
used to satisfy a number of 
educationally desirable goals. It clearly 
serves as good reading practice, serves 
up a sizeable science lesson, a good dose 
of dictionary usage, and lots of question 
raising. For the beginning rider or the 
youngster who shows an interest in 
bikes the book can be nothing other 
than an asset, 

It must be noted however that 
although geared for the pre-and-Junior 
High student, the book does not take 
into account the fact that so many 
youngsters in this age bracket are most 
proficient in the subject of motorcycles, 
what makes them go, and how to ride 
them. The book for them, I feel, could 
only serve as light reading material at 
best. 

Two-Wheel Wonder reaches out into 
the vortex of sneaky learn- era re- 
unaware-you’re- -learning publ ications and 
comes away doing at it seemingly 
was meant to do; teach youngsters a 
little bit of the total motorcycle 
scheme.

Willy Simons wasn’t included in this 
year’s Race of Champions, but he’ll 
most likely be in next year’s. He won 
the 0-8lcc Modified World 
Championship. Simons took the lead on 
the second lap and held it for the next 
five. Gene McCay worked his way up 
from fifth to second, followed by Andy 
Palafox and Tommy Hopkins. Jeff Ward 
was on his way up, passing Hopkins for 
fourth on the fifth lap. They stayed in 
those positions. 


It was Mike Brown’s turn to bat in 
the 0-81cc Stock class and he went right 
to work, getting the lead in the fourth 
corner. Brian Myerscough, last year’s big 
winner, was hot on his heels. Never 
more than two bike lengths apart, they 
circulated with Kenny Blissett, from 
Richland, Indiana, being left behind in 
third. Brown took the checkers first, 
with Myerschough a couple of feet 
behind. Blissett was third, followed by 
the consistent Texan, Palafox. 

It took Mike Brown the distance 
from the starting gate to the second 
turn to get the 0-110cc lead, but once 
he got it, he never looked back.

The Minis 
from behind a 
torque wrench

INDIAN DUNES, CAL., APRIL 6-7 
Southern California on the whole 
has pretty good weather; only 
here lately it seems like somebody 
is always screwing with the ther- 
mostat and can’t make up their 
mind on what they want. 

This world Mini Grand Prix was 
scheduled to run off January 7, 
1974. That first and only day of racing 
wiped out thousands of dollars worth of 
bikes, and more than half of the young 
tigers that braved the rain and cold 
wound up in bed with colds and the flu. 

Here it is April 6, four months later 
and instead of 829 entries we have 
1,100 ready to give it a go. The weather 
has taken a 180 degree turn with it 
being just a little bit on the warm side. 

Four months ago the bikes that were 
entered were very trick and by far were 
not toys. Today’s bikes were just that 
much more tricker and lap times were a 
lot faster. The garage lights have been 
burning late from the looks of them, 

I motored around the pits a little the 
first day with my thousandths scale in 
one hand and a YO-YO in the other 
hand. No a YO-YO is not two blocks of 
wood with a string in the middle, it’s a 
six ft, tape measure used to borrow hot 
tip pipe measurements and trick shock 
angles (that is if you’re brave enough to 
take the chance on getting your arm 
broken.) 

Sunday morning and it’s a perfect 
day for racing. First step was to unload 
my pit bike (I hate to walk. I wouldn’t 
walk from my bedroom to the 
bathroom if my wife would let me bring 
a bike in the house.). Hyperlite, a new 
builder of frames, had one of their 
protos on display. This frame is built 
out of sheet alloy and very light. The 
frame is riveted together with the gas 
tank as part of the frame. 

Larry Shaw had a pint size speedway 
racer there. This machine is top quality 
stuff and from what I understand they 
are going to have a class for these 
speedway bikes. 

As I putted along on my way 
through the pits, my next stop was at 
the Barnt Team pits. Dave Barnt had 14 
of these little yellow bikes there, 
enough to cover every class on the 
sheet, These mini racers are probably 
the Cadillac of the Minis. Ranging in 
prices from $592 for chassis only, to 
$1,200 for a custom built one for the 
rider that is going to ride it. At this race 
they had a couple of new proto frames 
with the shocks moved up (Maico style). 

Next to the Barnt Team was the J & 
B Racing Team with 16 Hondas to make 
it a little rough on the two stroke boys. 
As I was looking over their iron, one 
bike stuck out like a sore thumb. Would 
you believe a XR 75 with a sleeved 
down CR 125cc engine in it? The bike 
belonged to Jackie Mitchell from 
Bedford, Indiana and was built for him 
by his father. Wiseco Piston people 
make these kits to make 100cc bikes 
out of the 125 CR engine. I’ve used a 
couple of these kits and they run very 
well. They have a piston that is a little 
short on the intake side of the skirt and 
if you use one of these kits, I advise you 
to use one of DH’s reed assemblies, or it 
might be a little loady on the bottom 
end, 

There’s always talk around the races 
that most of the winners win because 
they have the fastest bike. It’s the law 
of the jungle. You go just as fast as you 
want to depending on how much you 
have to spend to get it all tricked out. 
Today with the Race of Champions that 
was not the case. They took the top 12 
riders in the Untied States and let them 
draw for the bike that they would ride. 
All riders were mounted on box stock 
90cc Kaws furnished by Kawasaki and 
Casa de Kawasaki, with the winner 
getting to pick one out to take home 
with him. Mike Brown wound up King 
of the Hot Shoes. °. 
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Cookin’ it on the Rawhide GP course.

Students got a proper workout at 
Escape Country school trial 


C.T.A. trials & school

TRABUCO CANYON, CAL., APRIL 7 
Steve Graham, his shoulder still 
hurting from his fall in the A.T.A. 
Scottish, conducted another low- 
pressure school and Beginner/ 
Novice meet with some help from 
his friends. Enough friends, in 
fact, to adequately judge ten 
traps, which, considering the gen- 
eral short supply of competent section 
judges, is a lot of friends indeed. 

Steve couldn’t ride demonstrations 
this week, but was long on bike 
preparation. Since Steve’s own Yamaha 
has been extensively reworked, TY-250 
owners got a double dose of useful 
skinny: jetting changes, throttle 
changes, and a quick fix to a weak point 
in the chain-adjuster setup. Take note: 
Steve recommends a No. 102 or No. 104 
main jet and a Champion N-9 plug or its 
equivalent. 

The trials itself was three loops of 
ten traps laid out down along the creck 
and surrounding gullies at Escape 
Country. Sections were generally tight 
and picky — good Novice practice 
without being overly dangerous. There 
was one nice sloppy mudhole used as a 
bottom turn before a climbout, and a 
couple of good climbing traps. The soil 
at Escape Country is not the easiest to 
lay out good trials sections over. In 
most places, it is hard packed with a 
loose grainy powder on top. This makes 
it treacherous and none too forgiving to 
land on. 

The school and trials format is 
similar to that used by LT.A. at 
Saddleback. Both organizations perform 
a useful service by siphoning beginning 
trials riders away from the highly 
competitive A.T.A. points circuit and 
giving them a chance to build skill and 
confidence. If you finished as 75th out 
of 78 Novices in the last A.T.A. points 
round, a few sessions with Steve and his 
friends may be just the tonic you need 
to start earning transfer points. °

Ascot Silver Medal kickoff: 


First blood to Aldana!

GARDENA, CAL., APRIL 5 


The AMA professional racing sea- 
son opened with a bang at Ascot 
on Friday night with a record 
number of riders banging into the 
crashwalls on both ends of the fast 


half mile track. 

For openers the riders were 
greeted with a dry sliding oval that 
found over a dozen riders getting off the 
groove and into the hay bales and the 
wall before the night was over. 

Dave Aldana clocked the second 
fastest time of the night behind Tom 
Rockwood. It was the only time he was 
to run behind any rider the rest of the 
night. 

For Rockwood it appears that the 
mechanical troubles that have plagued 
him the past two seasons are still 
around, Rockwood and Gary Scott 
opened the Expert action with some 
side by side racing in the first heat. Just 
when it looked like Tom had the win in 
the bag, a wire broke and forced him to 
the pits, Earlier, Gary had clocked the 
seventh fastest Expert time trial. 

Rookie Rex Barratt moved up to 
take second’ with John Hateley coming 
from the back row to take third and San 
Diego winner, Rick Hocking, fourth. It 
was to be a long night for Hocking. 

Aldana came on in the second heat 
and defeated the Oregon pair, Randy 
Scott and Mark Williams with Terry 
Dorsch in fourth. In the early laps, 
former Indiana rider Abram Drain, one 
of the few Black riders in competition 
and the only Black to hold an Expert 
card, tangled with Merlyn Plumlee from 
Colorado, Both riders locked together 
and took a trip through the hay bales 
and into the South Turn: wall. They 
walked away not speaking to each 
other. 

Rookie Danny Hockie was on the 
pole in the third heat with the third best 
time trial and came from sixth place to 
take the win. With two laps to go. 
Hockie tested the far turn with a full 
bore run, passing four riders to grab the 
lead from Eddie Wirth. Ron Moore 
finished third with rookie Bob Sanders 
in fourth. 

The large entry of Junior class riders, 
many taking their first ride on the big 
bikes on the half mile, was topped off 
with the first girl rider in the history of 
AMA pro racing. It was Diane Cox from 
Salem, Oregon. Diane was third from 
last in the Junior time trials and then 
ran seventh and last place in her heat 
race. All of her advancement points 
came in Novice TT racing last year. 

In the first Junior heat two riders 
smacked the wall in the south turn and 
destroyed a half dozen bales. Jack 
Vaughn lost his machine in Turn One 
and went down. Along came Scott 
Marshall, hit the machine and flew 
through the air nearly clearing the 
crashwall. He was later hospitalized with 
a possible fractured leg. 

Ron Tobey, Bakersfield, has 
established himself as the Junior to beat 
this year. Tobey duplicated his San 
Diego feat from two weeks ago by 
taking fast time Junior honors, winning 
his heat and then coming back to take 
the main event on the Custom 
Engineering Triumph. Undefeated in 
two times out on two different tracks, 
this is the rider that scored Novice 
points last year but failed to win any 
half mile events on the lightweights. 

Alex Jorgensen and Denny Robinson 
also came up heat race winners in the 
Junior class. Then the last Junior heat 
rolled to the lime and it was another 
crash story. 

Riders from Oregon, New Mexico 





and Arizona were in the lineup to 
challenge the Californians. Don Dodge, 
Portland grabbed the lead on his 
Triumph and was on his way to 
apparent victory when Ron Byrd and 
Mike Dannell did a near-repeat of the 
Vaughn/Marshall tipsy in the South Turn, 
bringing out the stop-the-race flag. Byrd 
was hospitalized and six more hay bales 
were destroyed. 

On the restart, Dodge was caught 
jumping the line and put back on the 
penalty marker. This time it was second 
year Junior, Art Fredenburg, Phoenix, 
who got out in front and won over Earl 
Barker. Dodge again turned in a good 
ride and worked his way to third, ahead 
of Tom Berry, before the finish but the 
winning time was the slowest heat and 
Dodge was the first alternate to the final 
and did not race the rest of the night. 

The new crop of first time Novice 
riders look good, the same for the 
equipment. San Diego’s Pat Guthrie 
came into the event undefeated in two 
heat races and a main event at Southbay 
Speedway in San Diego and ran his 
streak to four in a row by winning his 
Ascot heat. 

But it was Riverside’ Dan 
McWhorter who was on the pole with 
the fastest heat win, a win that came in 
the final Novice heat. Ten Novice riders 
were in the final that included nine two 
strokers and a lone four stroke ridden 
by Mark Smith, Dublin, California. 
Smith, McWhorter and Guthrie raced it 
all the way the entire eight laps with 
Smith showing the coolest head and 
most consistent lap times, plus fewer 
mistakes. At the finish, Smith had the 
Honda four stroke in front with 
MeWhorter holding off another bid by 
Guthrie for second. Guthrie had his win 
streak stopped and Ascot has come up 
with another new name as a winner — 
Mark Smith, 

The Expert Trophy Dash also 
supplied extra action, before and during 
the three lapper that takes the four 
fastest Experts for points and money. 
The riders were given two test laps by 


referee Chub Kellam. Rockwood, who 
had his machine running again, Aldana 
and Barratt, all took the two test runs. 
Then rookie Hockie tried to take the 
North Turn full bore. He bailed off 
before the machine hit the hay and wall, 
Then the machine took off, clearing the 
crashwall by ten feet, hit the dirt 
embankment on the outside of the wall 
and flew through the air back on the 
track. Only the handlebars were broken! 

Hockie then chose to pass the dash 
and this moved in Randy Scott, 
Oregon’s most famous crasher. Aldana 
took the lead and Rockwood again 
came up with his bad racing luck, 
finding the throttle sticking wide open. 
Tom wisely pulled to the pits and called 
it a night. Aldana went on to score his 
second win of the night with Barratt 
fighting him all the way but ending up 
second. Scott appeared to be having 
engine troubles and took third, on the 
wheels all the way. 


Aldana jumped into the lead on the 
first lap of the final, passing three riders 
coming out of Turn Two on the first 
lap. Scott was second but dropped out 
on the second lap with engine troubles, 
Rookie Barratt then held second until 
Lap Four when he was caught and 
passed by Gary Scott. Barratt dropped 
another spot on Lap Seven when that 
boy Danny Hockie got over his practice 
lap flip and moved to third spot. 

Rick Hocking, who barely qualified 
for the final, got going midway in the 
race and moved up to fourth but had to 
hold off the late lap and fast turn bid by 
John Hateley. He made it. Ron Moore 
moved up late to overhaul Eddie Wirth 
who stayed ahead of the fading Barratt. 
Terry Dorsch and Bob Sanders brought 
up the rear of the pack. 

The AMA pro’s now go at it every 
Friday night with a guaranteed purse of 
$2,000 plus $500 in point fund money 
weekly for the month of April. The 
money is for all three classes, Expert, 
Junior and Novice. °

Both Russ and Doris feel badly that so 
many persons were grief-stricken by the 
article, but there has been some 
offsetting degree of comfort from the 
fact that so many people really cared 
about the job that M.O.R.E. has been 
doing. Russ has emphatically stated that 
he would not have condoned the 
printing of the article, although he 
cannot help but be appreciative of 
Chuck Clayton’s desire to further help 
the cause of M.O.R.E. Cycle News has 
since donated $500 to M.O.R.E.

are still alive and doing their thing for 
motorcyclists, the comments that 
Clayton made about the financial 
condition of Russ and M.O.R.E. were 
totally true.

Energy crisis 

The California motorcyclist’s 
dilemma with respect to the current 
plans for fuel rationing, were brought to 
the attention of Lt. Governor Ed 
Reinecke last week by M.O.R.E. 
lobbyist, Russ Sanford. Mr. Reinecke, 
who bears the reins of the Energy 
Planning Council, has acknowledged 
that motorcycles with their 
low-capacity fuel tanks and 
high-fuel-economy, would be: subjected 
to a self-defeating hardship unless they 
were excepted from certain provisions 
of the current fuel-rationing program. In 








further information to be released by 
the Energy Planning Council, 
motorcycles will be exempted from 
those provisions that establish minimum 
purchases in terms of gallons and/or 
dollars, as well as the requirement that 
fuel tanks must be less than half-full 
before purchases can be made. M.O.R.E. 
reports that the Lt. Governor’s office is 
giving further consideration to 
exempting motorcycles from the 
odd/even license number retailing 
system. 

In still further developments, 
Resolutions were introduced in both the 
Assembly and the Senate to exempt 
motorcycles from the same types of 


gasoline retailing controls discussed 
above. At the urging of M.O.R.E. 
lobbyist Russ Sanford, the Senate 


Resolution (SR 89( was introduced by 
Senator Clare Berryhill and the 
Assembly Resolution (ACR 191) was 
introduced by Assemblyman Eugene A. 
Chappie. All motorcyclists are 
encouraged to write their State 
Legislators and encourage the passage of 
these two Resolutions. 

In consonance- with the foregoing, 
the M.O.R.E. Representative in Los 
Angeles learned last week that the L. A. 
County Board of Supervisors was going 
to be presented with a proposed 
ordinance similar to the types of 
controls stated above. Through the 
intervention of the M.O.R.E. 
Representative, the proposed ordinance 
was rewritten to exempt motorcycles 
from such controls. 

Containers for flammable liquids 

Assemblyman Ed Z’berg has 
introduced AB 3051 which is in two 
parts in its current form. The first part 
would prohibit the dispensing of fuel 
into any container with a capacity of 
less than 120 gallons unless the 
container has been approved by the 
Department of Transportation or the 
Underwriter’s Laboratory. The 
second-part of the Bill prohibits anyone 
from operating a passenger vehicle 
(includes vans, pickups, etc.) upon the 
highway if there is in such vehicle a 
portable container having a shell full 
capacity of more than one gallon and 
which contains any flammable liquid. 
The two parts of this Bill are 
contradictory to each other, and we 
have brought this to Mr. Z’berg’s 
attention. Not only is the Bill 
contradictory, but it would eliminate 
the possibility of taking gasoline with 
you ‘on outings. It has the same effect 
upon boating and numerous other types 
of vehicular activities. Upon pointing 
out these problems to Mr. Z’berg, he 
asked Russ Sanford to rewrite the Bill 
to meet with the outdoor recreationist’s 
approval and still provide the necessary 
degree of safety. 

Red Rock Canyon 

Assembly Bill 2645 by Assemblyman 
Ray Gonzales, has passed the Senate 
Natural Resources Committee with a 
one-vote margin. This Bill, which would 
reverse the State Parks and Recreation 
Commission’s decision to classify Red 
Rock Canyon as a State Recreation 
Area, and have the Legislature classify 
the area as a State Park, met with heavy 
opposition from many quarters. 
Numerous letters were written by 
constituents with very little opposition 
from the ‘preservationists.’ In spite of 
this, five of the nine-member Senate 
Natural Resources Committee voted in 
favor of the Bill. Those voting for the Bill 
were Senators Nejedly, Ayala, Behr, 
Gregorio, and Wedworth. AB 2645 must 
next go to the Senate Finance 
Committee, but there is little hope of 
‘killing it’ there. Following that, AB 
2645 will go to the full Senate and then 
to the Governor for signature. Our best 
bet at this late point in time is to write a 
letter to “The Honorable Ronald 
Reagan, Governor of California, State 
Capitol Building, Sacramento, CA 
95814” and ask him to “Uphold the 
decision of the State Parks and 
Recreation Commission and the opinion 
of the general public by vetoing AB 
2645.” That is all that you need to say, 
and if enough of us write that one 
simple letter, he will have the 
ammunition that he needs to veto the 
Bill in our favor.

spinning wheels over this gasoline 
situation. It’s been commented on 
by every other writer as to whose 


fault it is etc., so I won’t add to 
the same old chant.

While tootling around, either on 
assignments or plain old house errands 
I’ve noticed a lot of gas tankers filling 
station tanks in daylight hours. Except 
for very rare occasions, this was always 
done at night.

Companies are ordering more and bigger 
tanks and he’s gone to three shifts a day 
just endeavouring to keep close to the 
demand.

The guy who makes 
Norstars is the brother of the guy who makes Full Bores. Pretty clever, eh? 
Some testers also feel that the Norstar model has slightly more ankle 
protection to avoid patent lawsuits by Full Bore. 

After six months of testing, racing, trail riding, enduroing, crashing, 
splashing through mud, wallowing in mud, wading through streams, walking 
around between motos taking pictures, and generally neglecting them the 
whole time, (as well as loaning them out to every turkey and his mother in 
between), we can honestly say that these boots are not going to fall apart. 

The first few wearings were no fun at all. The boots come extremely stiff 
when you buy them. But after wearing them a few outings they become more 
and more comfortable. After they have been broken in, they feel just fine. 

Any discomfort from stiffness at first is more than made up for the 
excellent protection the boots provide. The ankle protection is outstanding. 
Sliding off a dirt road into a ditch at 50 MPH with the rider’s leg pinned under 


the bike proved that they work. 


The shin, area of the boot is padded enough to prevent skin dings. The 
buckles are hard to cinch even though they’re on swivel mounts. It takes 
several minutes to buckle up the boots. 

These are good boots, and they’re semi-flashy, too. Seventy bucks is a lot, 
but then everything is a lot now days. 


Because we mostly think dirt bikes 
we rarely check ads in newspapers for 
street machines but with this current 
situation we've been doing so, 
especially since a friend whe is about to 
purchase his first bike for transportation 
to work pointed something out. Every 
time he’d check with a shop on what 
he’s interested in, the price had taken 
another rise. So we checked the L.A. 
times classified. Phew! A Honda shop in 
the Pasadena area jumped the 750 $300 
in one week! The 500cc job that was 
$1299 three months ago is now $1799, 
$500 higher. Checking with a couple of 
people it seems that Honda is changing 
prices more rapidly than some of the 
other Japanese brands. 

Kawasaki’s big monster, the 900 is 
up $280, not too bad I guess, but how 
about that cute little dude, the 90 
MCIM. If you wanted one under the 
Christmas tree for your youngster you 
paid $299. After Santa went back to the 
North Pole it was up to $425. 

Only knowing that the daffodils are 
out in Saint James Park in London, as 
they were during the darkest days of the 
blitz, gives me any hope for Britain and 
their bike industry. Norton’s are up 
$275 and a Bonneville (if you can find 
the rare breed) up $260 since ‘73. The 
galloping Japanese inflation is what’s 
doing it and sending them rushing to 
build plants in America to produce 
bikes people can afford. We think we

have inflation but it’s nothing compared 
to Japan... like $3.00 a pound for 
hamburger. Betty Crocker and her 
Hamburger Helper would do a lousy 
business there. 

So, if you own a nice little street 
bike you enjoy riding, hang on to it. It’s, 
not only saving you a few pennies on 
gas but it may be the last one you'll ever 
want to pay for. 

In visiting bike shops I ran into a 
fellow Briton who is selling Hondas and 
Kawasakis in Long Beach. Ken and I 
had a good giggle over the current rage 
of cafe racers here which is fast 
becoming the “in” thing. It’s funny how 
when something from another country 
is copied by foreigners the connotation 
of the thing changes. Here, cafe racing is 
being taken so seriously that it makes 
you wonder how many folk know how 
the term came about. 


In England the not quite nice aspect 
of motorcycling belonged to~the cafe 
racer, (Pronunce him correctly please, 
“Cafey racer” said quickly, not cafe as 
the French would say.) More often than 
not a cafe racer is a “Rocker” and may 
kit himself out in road racing gear that 
Mike Hailwood would wear. Instead of 
braving it on the track he makes runs 
around the neighborhood from coffee 
bar to coffee bar taking on anyone who 
thinks he can beat him over a given 
course, say something like a three mile 
stretch beginning at the Crown and 
Thistle, through Little Button on the 
Thames and twice around the 
roundabout at the half way point and 
back to the start. They are the types 
definitely not favored by Britons as 
protrayed by Robert Morley! 

If you’ve rodeod, you know what 
you thought of the bods who used to 
show up in the fanciest shirts and boots 
etc. just to hang around the arena, not 
knowing one end of a horse from 
another. Drug store cowboys. That’s 
your cafe racer using the real meaning 
of the terminology. 


Still, I like to see the term used as it 
is here because a good cafe racer bike is 
a beautiful machine and you can 
certainly have a ball with one on a good 
winding road, I’d like to own two; 
(providing of course I could hold one 
upright at a red traffic light!), a red 
Dunstall I saw at a trade show, or the 
Rickman model. Super! 

A real quick tip. If you’re a dirt rider 
who uses a ten-speed to keep your legs 
in condition as daily rides on your 
motocrosser are out of the question, 
you’ve no doubt noticed that more 
bicycle riders are getting tickets. If you 
get nabbed for pulling a no no and are 
asked for identification don’t use your 
drivers license. If that number gets on 
the citation, your insurance company 
will find out about it and may raise 
your rates because if you do silly things 
on a ten-speed you may well do them in 
your van, 


On the way to delivering this column 
to the paper I’m stopping at my 
accountant’s office. You see, I’m 
donating my personal papers to the 
AMA as a taxable deduction!!

GAMBIT 


Last week in this column I report- 
ed on one aspect of the two-day 
Recreational Trails Committee 
meeting which was held in 
Sacramento on Thursday and Fri- 
day, March 21st and 22nd. This 
meeting was divided functionally 
into three parts: On Thursday 
there was a Trails workshop during 
which there were several proposals for 
trails presented. We'll come back to this 
shortly because it has some very useful 
lessons for motorcyclists, but first let’s 
skip ahead a bit. Friday was devoted to 
the Dunlap Trails Bill which was the 
major subject to last week’s Gambit. 
Briefly, this bill provides for the design 
and development of a ‘Recreational 
Trail System” encompassing the whole 
state and including all sorts of trails. It 
contained originally some vague 
references to off-road vehicles. Russ 
Sanford. and I, managed to get it 
amended to specify trails for 
motorcycles in the same context as the 
other trails. 

A second portion of Friday’s meeting 
was devoted to legislation relating to 
trails. Right now there is a flurry of new 
bills relating to trails and open land use, 
and it’s quite difficult to know which of 
them will affect us and by how much. 

One that will certainly affect us a 
great deal is the ‘74 Park Bonds Act. All 
of you who are registered voters will be 
asked to vote on this issue in June. It 
provides $250,000,000 in total for the 
improvement of the State Park System. 
Of this, $90 million is to go to local 
government for improvement of their 
park facilities; $10 million will go to the 
Wildlife Services; $15 million to acquire 
more land for existing parks; $67 
million will go for major park 
acquisitions; and $2 million will go for 
hiking, horse and bicycle trails. We 
come in for $1.5 million for the 
acquisition of Off-Highway Vehicle 


. Areas (not trails). So far, the only 


planning that has occurred for the use 
of our portion of the funds, (should the 
voters approve the Park Bond Act) is a 
tentative plan to purchase El Mirage Dry 
Lake, a project that some unofficial 
sources estimate might cost in the 
neighborhood of $.5 million, or roughly 
one third of our portion. This Bond 


Act, of course, has benefits for us as ` 


residents as well as motorcyclists, but it 
is also very costly. I'll investigate this 
further and report on it in greater detail 
before the election. 

The Collier Hostel Bill, SB 420, is 
another that could affect us 
beneficially. It would appropriate 
something in excess of $2 million to 
build a string of hostels up and down 
the state similar to those of the 
American Youth Hostel system. These 
are cheap, primitive shelters for the use 
of people on trails. They are intended 
for horsemen, hikers, skiers, bicyclists, 
and so on, with the emphasis on youth. 
But, according to the Trails 
Commission, there seems to be no 
reason why such hostels could not be 
located at the intersections of OHV 
Trails and other trails to make them 
available to us as well. If this idea 
appeals to you, write to Senator Collier 
and tell him. 

One bill of definite interest to 
us is AB 2645, the bill that would 
reverse the decision of the Parks 
Department and make Red Rock 
Canyon a State Park, rather than a 
recreation area as was decided last 
summer. This bill has already passed the 
Assembly and two committees of the 
Senate. Our last hope to stop it is to 
write first to the senators asking them 
to vote against it when it comes on the 
Senate floor, and then ask Governor 
Reagan to veto it, if it gets past the 
Senate. 

AB 3005 requests $1.5 million 
dollars from the general fund for the 
purchase of an area known as Gold Run. 
This has the active support of the 


` Recreational Trails Committee. It is 


located about 50 miles from 
Sacramento, not too far from our 
favorite enduro area near Georgetown 
and Foresthill. It’s really nice country. 
They figure there’s about 400 miles of 
bike trail possible. 

Now back to the Trails workshop. 
One of the concerns of the workshop 
portion was a document that is a 
rudimentary plan for a Parks Trail 
system, a sort of “This is how we're 
going to go about building a Trail 
system if the Dunlap bill or one like it 
goes through and if we get some money 
to do it.” This seemed to me to be so 
premature that it was more like 
day-dreaming than useful work. But the 
Parks staff prepared the plan and the 


Trails committee duly went through it 
and made comments and modified it. 

Then there were a series of 
presentations and these I found most 
impressive. Each of the presentations 
was some kind of a trail which someone 
had been working on, sometimes with 
some state money, sometimes on their 
own, The really important thing is that 
these are trails that the Recreational 
Trails Committee didn’t know anything 
about at all, This workshop was how 
they found out that such trails were 
possible, feasible (or not), and what the 
major problems were and how they 
could be solved. In biology, the search is 
always on for the “missing link,” the 
one “thing” that has the characteristics 
of both man and ape, or bird and 
reptile. These presentations seemed to 
me to be such a “missing link” 
connecting the trail builder/user/dream- 
er/designer to the bureaucrat/legislator. 

One of the presentations was for a 
Sacramento River Trail for boaters, 
primarily canoeists and kyackers. This 
“trail” would extend from Redding to 
Colusa and it was studied by a fellow 
named Dale Wilson who is an employee 
of the Parks Department. The study was 
done on his own while he was up in the 
area doing other things: I have no doubt 
that some funds intended for other 
things as well as some department time 
went into the project, but it was 
probably one of the most worthwhile, if 
not quite official expenditures. 

Dale came in with some zeroxed 
maps showing the portion of the river 
that he thought should be a trail. On it 
were mileages of various spots of 
interest and projected campgrounds, 
After we had had a chance to look those 
over, he presented a slide show. When 
the chairman saw the number of slides 
he intended to show (about 200), he 
was dismayed and told him he’d have to 
cut it down, but in the end I think he 
showed all of them and there were no 
objections. 

He had taken several friends down 
the projected trail and photographed as 
he went. The photos in themselves were 
beautiful, but in addition they showed 
all sorts of useful things. He showed the 
water at the time that the trail would be 
used, smooth and placid, and contrasted 
it with the winter turbulance when it 
could not be used. He showed the 
hazards, little spillways and dams that 
would have to be dealt with, and a ferry 
that crossed the river that a boater 
would have to avoid. He showed the 
types of boats used, and described their 
safety features and cost. He showed 
many of the prospective campgrounds, 
explained that some of them were 
accessible but some were islands in the 
middle of the river. He explained that 
some camps could not be permanent 
because the islands shifted as the river 





worked. And most important, his slides 
showed just how beautiful the river 
could be, so the committee would 
realize why this trail would appeal to 
people. 

One important thing. Dale Wilson is a 
fairly young athletic guy. My guess is 
that while he enjoys the peaceful type 
of boating he was describing, his real 
love is boating more on the order of the 
Deliverance movie scene. The boater’s 
equivalent of motocross, right? But 
what he showed was a trail that would 
appeal to millions of people, including 
every peron in that room. When he

bike rider had to challenge traffic 
moving at 55 MPH for a piece of lane to 
ride on at eight MPH. In Mrs, Obern, 
Bob had an enthusiastic expert witness 
that when he said it was dangerous, it 
damn well was! 

His notion was to build a bike path 
about 10 feet wide apart from 101, 
following the shore as much as possible. 
There are lots and lots of problems with 
this. For instance, how does a bike rider 
get his bike home once he had ridden 
this 50-mile trail? There are several 
bodies of water, marinas and estuaries 
to be crossed. How to cross them? How 
much would it cost and where would 
the funding come from? 

Deering had a map strung all the way 
across the room. He went along it, point 
to point analyzing the problems and 
suggesting some solutions, many of 
which were highly imaginative. At one 
point, to cross a stretch of river the 
students of the local school could run a 
ferry service. Across another problem 
spot there was a railroad bridge. A bike 
trail could easily be cantalevered from 
the side of the bridge. One marina was 
shallow enough that he thought a cheap 
plastic tunnel could be put under it that 
would be sufficient for bicycles. To get 
bikes to and from the ends of the trail, 
an Amtrak train with two or three 
special stops, just like a ski train. And so 
on. 

Another man had a proposal for a 
trail along Mulholland Drive from near 
Ventura all the way into Los Angeles via 
Griffith Park and Elysian Park. This 
presentation was not as successful as 
some of the others, in my opinion, 
because his solutions to problems 
weren’t as well thought out, and his 
approach wasn’t totally honest. He tried 
to present the trail as a multipurpose 
trail for hikers, horseback riders and 
bicyclists, but in fact it was designed to 
appeal strictly to horseback riders. 
Bicyclists were to be asked to traverse 
Griffith Park west to east for instance. 
(In case you don’t know, there’s a 
mountain in the way.) 

There is no doubt in my mind that 
most if not all of those trails will 
become realities. The Parks people want 
to build a trail system; it’s the policy of 
the Government to foster trails and 
there is great public demand. But the 
Parks people have to have something to 
sink their teeth into. If they just started 
off to build a trail of any sort or other 
with no real enthusiast of that kind 
doing the planning, they could wind up 
looking like real jerks. But with 
something like that bicycle trail or the 
river trail, how can they go wrong? 

What we need now is for somebody, 
or some club, to start putting together a 
motorcycle trail so that the next time 
one of these workshops comes along 
we'll have something to present. Any 
volunteers?

and he’s got this one in the pocket too, 
He takes his Penton around the course 
conservatively, confidently to a trophy 
in the Old Timers, and Ray Serxten 
(Hon) follows up to take the Veterans. 
These guys aren’t flashy, just solid and 
steady — families, jobs and 
responsibilities ride close behind. 

The pace begins to pick up as the 
combined 100, Powder Puff and Mini 
class screeches off. Amy Johnson (Hon) 
one of the two young girls in her class, 
blasts around the course right behind 
the male contenders but can’t quite 
move up further. 

The Novice 125s blast off and the 
fast riding begins. Dave Lincoln (Hon) 
and his buddy Mike Newland (Hon) are 
engaging in a little friendly dicing for 
first place.

It was a good race, well organized 
and well run. There was an ambulance 
as well as a contingent of the National 
Motorcycle Patrol in attendance. Fred 
Dion, the promoter, does an excellent 
job of providing a very worthwhile 
event for Bay Area riders, You ought to

In the 125 Amateur first moto, Gary 
Morris and Dan McConnel switched 
places at least four times during the 
fifteen minutes. Morris finally edged 
ahead to take the win in both races to 
give him an undisputed overall victory. 
McConnel had a second and a fourth to 
get the second place slot. Jeff Shurtz 
was third place with two thirds in the 
race. 

Rick Sutton (Mai) was fast and 
smooth in the Open Amateur class. He 
led the first moto with a comfortable 
lead. In the second moto he had the 
lead up until he did one of the most 
spectacular get-offs I have ever seen. 
Bike and rider seemed to fly before 
hitting the ground. Jon Ivins who 
pursued Sutton in the race was the 
victor with a second and a first.

The rain had sloshed down all day 
Friday; the track was at best a 
landing zone for ducks. A cold, 
damp wind zipped through the 
pits. But 170 hard core 
motocrossers were ready to do the 
best they could this slimy 
Saturday morning. After the first 
set of motos the higher parts of the

course were coated with a slick, snotty 
film of mud and the lower parts were 
long pits of knee deep, viscous, sucking, 
gluey muck which pulled the riders 
down and made the races most 
unpredictable. 

Mark Keckely took the lead off the 
line on his Honda in the 250 Beginners 
class, kept upright all the way around 
the track until. he leaped the small jump 
and began to wallow in the mire of the 
low lying “S” turn where he wobbled 
and finally fell in the middle of a large 
puddle. He got up and on and started 
and fell again three times until he finally 
said the hell with it, By this time he had 
lots of company floundering in the mud 
around him but Arnold Baily (Suz) and 
Ken Shoreen (Pen) had crept through 
and were in the lead to take top honors.

At the end of the day everyone was 
hoping for clear skys for Sunday and 
asking the location of the nearest 
do-it-yourself car wash, Sunday morning 
came on bright and clear, the ground 
dried out very well, and more riders 
showed up; among them a guy named 
Doug Raines who rode a Yamaha YZ in 
the 250 Expert field. Raines took a 
distinct and permanent lead from the 
start for warm up and then began to lap 
all. the competition. He went around 
everyone else so many times that only 
the scorekeepers knew the final count. 
He rides like a cheetah runs — it all 
looks so damned natural. 

The 125 Novices led by Ron Carroll 
ae Jeff Sibley (Yam) and Phil Crane 
(Hon) put on a good race. These 125 
riders always seem to be about 
seventeen, mean and absolutely fearless.

CL-72 was the hot set-up, a dual 


purpose bike was one you could 


dirt. Since then the market has 
exploded like a yeast colony in a 
clay crock full of sugar water. 
Now the American dirt rider is so 


jaded that almost no compromise in the 
way of street-ability is acceptable on a 
serious dirt bike. The Spanish were 
largely responsible for this jading effect; 
now it is the Spanish who are redefining 
the term “dual purpose dirt bike.” 

It began unofficially around 1968-70 
with private owners fitting I.$.D.T. kits 
to their Matadors, or bolting Stiletto 
top ends to their Pioneers, then running 
the result in everything from enduros to 
hare scrambles to motocross., Bultaco 
made the trend a factory effort by 
creating the Alpina out of Sherpa T 
parts with a dash of Matador for flavor. 

Now Ossa has created the Explorer. 
Like the Alpina, it is developed from 
the parent company’s trials model, but 
leans more heavily in the trials direction 
than the Bultaco. Mechanically, it is a 
Mick Andrews Replica with a big tank, a 
fat seat, superfluous buddy pegs, and a 
few other detail differences that gently 
bend its trials behaviour toward the 
needs of the non-specialized dirt rider. 

Visually, it is a fairly pleasing 
motorcycle, especially viewed from a 
short distance set in its own element. 
Close-up, you notice a certain graininess 
to the surface finish of the tank, and the 
stripe up the center of the tank is a 
rather crudely-applied decal. These, 
hopefully are early production-run 
problems, because the machine is 
otherwise well detailed in appearance. 

Our test bike was fitted with the 
large enduro speedometer in the mount 
familiar to Pioneer owners, and the 
same infamous Leonelli handlebar 
switchbox that has been a plague on 
Spanish bikes since Year One. The folks 
who set up the test bike were more coy 
than most. They disconnected the kill 
button entirely so the ignition wouldn’t 
drop out the first time the switchbox 
got wet. Good thinking. 

In the plus column, the speedo has a 
resettable trip odometer, the fork 
breathers really breathe, (earlier ones 
didn’t, on both Bultaco and Ossa), and 
the rubber headlight mounts are 
downright clever. The throttle ‘cable is 
nicely booted against grit top and 
bottom — an across-the-board 
improvement on all Spanish equipment 
coming in recently. 

The direct AC lighting equipment is 
not street legal, and it’s not meant to 
be. (The machine is placarded for 
off-road use only.) It was meant to get 
you back to camp when nightfall 
catches you out in the boonies, and is 
well suited to that task. There’s a pretty 
fair stone shield on the headlight and 
both lights are rubber isolation 
mounted, so you’re going to have to 
crash pretty spectacularly to put one of 
them out of commission. (We 
know... Ed.) 

The toolbox is down in the. side 
panel on the left, and the cover should 
come off only when you want it to. The 
tools themselves are state-of-the-art 
Spanish, including the little Barcelona 
speedwrench we have a particular 
fondness for. However, there was no 
tool in our kit that fit the rear axle nuts. 
If this is a production oversight, it's a 
pretty grievous one, because the chain 
does stretch, and your buddy’s Yamaha 
is not always handy to borrow tools 
from in the field. 

So much for static walk-around and 
pre-flight servicing, at least for the 
moment. Starting drill when cold is 
$.0.P.; gas on, tickle, and prod. When 
hot, just prod once. We religiously 
turned off the gas tap each time we shut 
it off out of old habit, but in all fairness 
to the machine, it really doesn’t drool 
the crankcase full like Spanish bikes 
used to. That’s old hat. 

One staffer called the kickstarter 
awkward, and maybe it is, standing 
flatfooted beside the bike. It is far less 
awkward when you get yourself in an 
awkward position and have to restart in 





ride to and from your favorite 


the middle of a gully, straddling a huge 
rock, or precariously clinging to the side 
of one of SoCal’s ohmuhgawd hills. At 
times like these, when your bod is so 
contorted that all you can manage is a 
half-hearted stab, a half-hearted stab is 
all you need, due to the long throw and 
high mechanical ratio of the “awkward” 
kickstarter. It’s not like having primary 
kickstart, but at least somebody was 
thinking about the guy in borderline 
trouble when they designed the thing. It 
does spin the engine when you need it 
most. 

The Ossa was ridden off and on for 
several weekends, trying it out on as 
many varieties of terrain as we could 
find in Southern California. (Testing an 
all-purpose dirt bike im this area can be a 
bit confining, at times. There are so 
many characteristic American soils we 
don’t have — ` like Iowa mud, for 
example.) One thing we feel that 
affected all test impressions was the 
choice of tires. The Pirelli MotoTrial 
covers fitted to our test bike were not 
the best choice. Both Yankee’s Full 
Bore trials tire and Dunlop’s 2-ply trials 
tire are far better. The Pirellis seemed to 
have too much sidewall stiffness and not 
enough tread stability. ’ 

Matter of fact, we question the 
fitting of trials tires out of the crate. 
The machine is not streetable, and trials 
tires generally are only required 
equipment for Expert/Master class trials 
riders who will compete on specialized 
trials bikes anyway. The 
Novice/Amateur riders who will be most 
likely to compete in trials on an 
Explorer are allowed by most 
sanctioning groups to run knobbies. (In 
fact, the Explorer would qualify for the 
Trailbike category at many events.) The 
Barum M-9/M-19 pattern tires used to 
work extremely well on Pioneers. They 
should also work well on an Explorer. 

Given the traction, the Explorer is 
almost unstoppable on a hill or on most 
other rough terrain. One staff rider, who 
also owns a Sherpa T, has never ridden a 
motorcycle that was more fun to climb 
hills with. The only thing that stops the 
Explorer is loss of momentum due to 
wheelspin, which goes back again to the 
choice of tires. 

The way the chassis and engine work 
together under throttle at low to 
medium speeds is just outasight. The 
response at full throttle is almost like a 
characteristic signature. Regardless of 
the angle of terrain, up, down, or flat, 
the bike lifts the front wheel a stable . 
four to six inches off the ground and 
grunts until the engine runs out of wind. 
Then you shift and it does exactly the 
same thing all over again, until you go 
for top gear. Then it’s a lo-o-o-ng ratio 
step (see specs), so long that you have 
to buzz hell out of it in fourth before it 
will pull top comfortably. This is typical 
trials gearing, a direct carry-over from 
the M.A.R. Before you knock it, 
remember that’s what accounts for the 
excellent performance in the rough 
cobby stuff where this machine is most 
at home. With the 27mm carb, the 
power curve is that of a slightly 
asthmatic Pioneer, which, combined 
with the Explorer’s 194 pound dry 
weight, yields out-of-the-hole 
performance equal to or slightly better 
than the heavier Pioneer. 

The Explorer does most of the 
standard trials bike tricks and does them 
well. Steering while going picky-picky is 
very quick and precise as with its” 
spiritual ancestor, the M.A.R. It jumps 
logs, tracks well on loose rolly rocks, 
grunts its way through deep sand with 
very good control (throttle-steers 
beautifully when executing a square 
turn in sand), and handles off-camber 
riding all right, though it has a tendency 
to track toward the low side that takes 
some getting used to. 

With all this going for it, it’s still not 
a serious trials bike. Even with the 
rather garish cutaways, the 2.25 gallon 
tank gets in the way of the forks enough 
to require positive fork stops. This 
leaves the Explorer with less steering 











lock than is acceptable for serious 
competition. Sames goes for the idle; 
it's good, but not good enough. Again, 
it reminds us of earlier Pioneers we’ve 
ridden. It idles with a slight lumpiness 
and a tendency to surge. (We suspect 
this is due to a tendency for the 
solid-state ignition to “hunt” for its 
firing point at ultra-low crankshaft 
speeds.) In a tight section, this surging 
tendency is bad news; the slightest chain 
snatch can and will kill the engine at 
that very slowest point in the trap. 

The fork stops can be filed back 
about a quarter-inch on each side 
without doing violence to the tank, and 
much of the lumpiness can be tuned out 
of the idle by diddling with the jetting 
and timing. With these bits of 
preparation, the bike’s abilities are far 
better than those of the 
Novice/Amateur rider who will most 
likely be campaigning with it. 

As to the other side of the 
dual-purpose coin, what about the 
Explorer as an enduro bike? The basic 
equipment is there. The speedo is 
resettable, the solid state ignition is 
fully encapsulated top and bottom. The 
primary wiring between upper and 
lower unit is, however, vulnerable to 
water in spots, like next to the terminals 
of the upper unit. After a fairly 
thorough washing, the ignition did arc 
over at this point due to water, and it 
had to be dried before the fire would 
light. Earlier model Pioneers had a nice 
close-fitting boot for this terminal area 
which was not fitted to the Explorer. 
That boot would about cure this 
“Achilles” heel syndrome.” 

The brakes are progressive to the 
point of being spongy. They felt weak 
on the flat, but just about perfect on 
long nasty downhills. Again, the tires 
got in the way of our evaluation. The 
front would wash out and lock up, but 
we feel that with better traction at the 
front the brakes would be perfectly 
matched to the typical rear-to-front 
weight transfer of downhill riding. 
We’ve had the opportunity to compare 
several different trials bikes with several 
different kinds of rubber, and feel that 
tires, rather than brakes, are the true 
culprit. 


What about riding at enduro speeds? 
In super rough country, under nearly 
impossible conditions, a trials bike is 
probably the fastest thing in the woods, 
simply because nothing will bog the 


engine, part-throttle response is near 
perfect, and there’s darn little the 
machine can’t be ridden over. Pressing 
the Explorer over cobby ground, along 
rocky beds, sandy washes, up ridge lines 
and across steep ravines, we feel that a 
12 MPH average would be duck soup 
under conditions where such an average 
would be in effect. Even 24 MPH is 
readily obtainable, but in this mode, 
you have to think a little farther ahead 
of the Explorer than you would, say, a 
Pioneer. The softer trials suspension 
works harder at speed, and uses up more 
of its travel for a given impact. If you 
berserk it to make up time, you better 
expect to lose it in a big way. 

The suspension that works in such 
great harmony with the engine at low 
speeds becomes a different animal if 
you try to stuff it hard into a turn in 
fourth or fifth gear. If you bobble a bit, 
the chassis will want to continue to 
porpoise on you. Your natural instinct 
will be to gas it, and if the traction is 
there, you can recover it. If it’s not 
there (and again, tires are critical) you'll 
crash, 

This is the price you pay for trials 
suspension and steering geometry. If 
you want to ride it fast, you’ll have to 
adapt to the machine; it will not adapt 
to you. 

If it seems we’ve been hyper-critical 
of the Ossa Explorer, we have been, 
with a purpose, It’s difficult enough to 
build a motorcycle that’s competitive in 
one field. It's nearly impossible to build 
one that will do two or more things 
superlatively. A dual-purpose machine, 
by its very nature, is called upon to do 
almost too much. We've deliberately 
looked at the Ossa Explorer through the 
eyes of the serious enduro or trials 
competitor, because we think 
everybody who rides one will be at least 
tempted to compete. 

In a sense, we're reflecting the 
American dirt bike market, whose taste 
has been made hyper-critical by an 
over-rich diet of specialized 
motorcycles. But let’s face it; 95% of

that market is still riding street legal 
Japanese corn-poppers and knows little 
else. Though not street legal, the Ossa 
Explorer is one of the best off-road 
thrash-around bikes these people have 
ever been offered. Whether the casual 
off-roader will buy it depends on how 
dissatisfied he is with his present mount, 
for the Ossa, being Spanish, is still a 
whole new trip to this sort of rider. 

He’ll have to mix his own fuel. 
Tough. If he wants to shift without 
thinking, he’d better have huge feet, 
because the combination of standard 
Ossa shift lever and trials footpeg 
placement leaves a lot of space between. 
Also, the buddy pegs are about like the 
proverbial tits on a boar — worse, really. 
They're too close to the  rider’s 
footpegs. If you have big feet, they’ll 
foul your heels sometimes, and if you 
are carrying your honey, you'll be 
literally standing on her toes. Take ‘em 
off and toss them in a corner before 
they get bent. 

The clip-on muffler that hails from 
Pioneer days, should be welded into 
the pipe and forgotten. Remove it, and 
the bike just makes a lot of ugly noise. 
You actually lose low end throttle 
response with the muffler off. 

During our test, other than the bit 
with water on the primary wiring, 
nothing on the Explorer really failed. 
The motorcycle is, in spite of the lack 
of frame cradle under the engine, brute 
strong. You never intend to crash hard, 


but it helps to know that when you pick 
the machine up the damage is superficial 
and it’s still ridable. The bash plate does 
its job, and things are well tucked in 
around the engine. 

While we had the Ossa, we were 
pretty critical. Looking back, we 
enjoyed ourselves anyway. The engine 
positively won’t quit, and the way the 
bike charges out of the hole or up a hill 
makes you grin like a wolf while you’re 
doing it. At times we felt the darn thing 
could climb buildings. We went up a 
hardscrabble mountain ridge with it, a 
thousand feet or more of a climb on a 
slope so steep a man on foot could 
barely keep his footing. We ran out of 
mountain before the Ossa ran out of 
wind, 

If it has any big fault, it is that it’s 
too much a trials bike for people who 
like to berserk it on hard fast roads and 
trails. You pay your money, you take 
your choice. 

We feel that this machine is aimed 
directly at the great numbers of 
playbike owners for whom a playbike is 
no longer enough, people who want to 
really get off into the rough country 
and, on occasion, compete in more than 
one kind of event. Whether these people 
are serious enough riders to live 
day-to-day with the Ossa (or any other 
Spanish bike) is a moot point. If you've 
tried a trials bike, liked it, but couldn’t 
quite feature living with one, you ought 
to at least try the Ossa Explorer. °

POMONA, CAL., MAR. 31 

It’s happened quite a few times 
already. Sometimes it’s been very 
successful and sometimes it’s been 
a total flop. Schools that have had 
one can be considered very lucky 
to have someone around who’s a 
fast talker and good on 
presentations. Other schools may 
not be so fortunate or just not have 
enough interest. But, more and more 
people read about high school motocross 
and more get up enough guts to finally 
present an idea to the head “‘cheeses” of 
the school. Some people don’t even go 
to the schools, but take a sincere 
interest helping out the students. 

Two such people are Rex Reese and 
Eric Alexander. They did the two 
months of planning and persuading it 
took to pull off this race. 

The race, an interscholastic program 
with four schools, (Montclair, Chaffey, 
Alta Loma and Upland) put on a good 
show for the first time motocross 
spectators and the regulars alike. Local 
shops did a big part in contributions. 
Rex and Eric managed to round up a 
first aid crew to patrol the course. 

The course was quite different from 
any other high school course. High 
schools in the past have either 
constructed a course on the gym field or 
adopted a plan of using small articicial 
courses with bleachers surrounding 
them, such as Irwindale or Orange 
County. 

But Rex and Eric wanted to do 
things different. Claude Osteen’s Cycle 
Park was the site of the race. I guess 
they thought it was time for a change of 
scenery, After all, green rolling hills are 
much more pleasant for a background 
than class rooms and bleachers. The 1.3 
mile course had an excellent layout, but 
there could have been better track 
preparation. Flags were also strung 
around so that riders wouldn’t go off 
the course. 

Before race impressions weren’t too 
good. Pit racing was so bad that when I 
finally found a place to park, riders 
zoomed by on both sides of the car and 
I thought I had parked on the starting 
lineby mistake. No security men could be 
seen anywhere to stop this foolish pit 
racing. Luckily, nobody was hurt while 
this went on. Sign up seemed a little 
confusing. You mail entry riders can 
thank the post entry pocket diggers who 
waltzed in late to sign up. Some riders 
complained about the slippery grass 
corners in the morning, but the beefs 
were suppressed to a minimum. 





I witnessed a few incidents by 
students that were just plain dumb. One 
smart flagman thought he would add 
some comedy to his corner by hitting 
riders on the head with the flag as they 
went by. I also saw three riders riding 
the wrong way on the course during 
practice! One of the only alert flagmen 
tried to flag them the other way, but 
they were too busy trying to impress 
their classmates to worry about a 
flagman. They finally did get 
straightened out by other riders who 
told them that the course only goes in 
one direction. These are the kinds of 
people that hinder the success of the 
events like these. 

Theta Cable Channel 3 heard about 
the event and thought it was worth 
covering. They covered every race with 
their big crane TV camera, If you went 
to the side of the mobile truck, you 
could have watched your buddies in 
action on the little TV set. But, some 
spectators got carried away with the 
idea of a camera pointed at them and 
made the home viewers think it was a 
kindergarten motocross instead of a 
high school race. Except for these 
incidents, the program was pretty fine. 

Rex was interviewed and explained 
the course, When asked what he thought 
of the results so far, he just said 
“Great.” It was. 

Two very fast high school ‘crossers, 
Brad Lynch (Mai) from Montclair and 
Tim Hoover (Suz) from Upland put on 
one of the best shows for the action 
hungry crowd. Those two were 
consistantly in battle in both motos of 
the 250 Expert class. Lynch took the 
overall with Hoover a close second. First 
250 Novice and third Overall was Wade 
Reese. 

The 125 Expert race was also 
exciting, with Tim Hoover (Suz) 
dominating this one. A hard earned 
second went to Dave Sconyers (Hon) 
from Montclair. Taylor Sisco (Hon) 
dominated Div. II 125 Novice while Ken 
Morris (Hon) won Div. I. 

Ken Black (Hod), 100 Novice 
winner, really flew to his victories. He’s 
from Upland. 

From the spectators’ view, it was 
thrilling to watch, The biggest spectator 
attraction was definitely ‘“DeCoster 
Hill.” The whole course was drawn out 
and every corner or jump had a name 
and “DeCoster Hill’ was the most 
popular with the spectators and 
photographers. Riders topped out up 
along the rough hill only to reach the 
top and be greeted with a left turn 
jump. Newcomers were fascinated at the 
way those dudes could turn the wheel 
sideways in mid-air. One lady found it 
very funny. 

The overall handling of the 106 
riders turned out good, The crowd loved 
it.

The line for signup this beautiful 
day-after-the-rain was a bit larger 
than expected...and the extra 
bodies were almost all big name 
pros. When word spread Saturday 
that Baymare had been postponed, 
new plans were made and the 
250cc and 500cc classes nearly 
quadrupled in size.

Saddleback 
Matterhorn Hillclimb 


ORANGE, CAL., MARCH 24 

Each hillclimb finds the Horn in a 
different condition, and doing 
well one time is no assurance for 
the next climb. The run up the hill 
also changes in length, being from 
400 to 600 feet long. Today, a 
shorter 400 foot run was used. 
The riders also had to face two 
mean jumps, in addition to deep, loose 
dirt and that rock face. 

First to top the hill was Wes Evans, 
“Mr. Smooth,” on his highly modified 
250 Bultaco. First to see how really 
mean the hill could be was Craig Mock, 
riding in the 450 Modified class. Mock 
worked his bike to the very top, put his 
front tire over the crest, but just 
couldn’t make it over the hill. 

One unusual fact of hillclimbing 
comes in the scoring. The mark is set by 
the front tire, except at the very top. To 
get an over, the back tire must cross the 
mark, 

When the starters moved the log to 
the final spot, three bikes were still in 
contention. Smallest of the three was 
Craig Mock on his highly modified 360 
Yamaha. Then came teammate Kerry 
Peterson on a 400 stock Maico, and 
finally “Stork Legs” Neal Mackel on a 
fuel burning 820cc Triumph. To add to 
the excitement, both Mackel and Mock 
had already failed to top the hill at one 
point in the race, leaving them the 
possibility of only one more miss. 
Young Peterson, who had perfect runs 
in two classes, still had a total of four 
possible misses. 

First off the starting log was Mock. 
He managed to get his bike up to the 
350 foot mark. Then came Peterson. 
The 18 year old rider went to 351 feet. 
That eliminated Mock, and brought 
Mackel tọ the line. Everything depended 
on how well that power house he rode 
could perform. If he went over the top, 
the battle would continue between him 
and young Peterson. If he topped 
Peterson’s mark, but failed to go over,

At 339 feet, the front wheel 
came up, the bike turned to the bank, 
and the race was over, Young Kerry

CRC Night MX

VALENCIA, CAL., MARCH 22 
As I walked through the pits at 
Friday night’s CRC motocross, I 
stopped to look at the sign-up 
sheets. Under the 125 Expert 
heading were the names of Jeff 
Wecker, Larry Watkins, Vince 
Clark and Mike Bast.

It was the best race of the evening.

(1) Grinding a millimeter here and 
there went out with high button shoes, 
and you’re very wise to aşk this 
question. I’m going to stray from this 
answer for just a moment. All you riders 
take heed of what I’m about to say. It’s 
not top secret speed tricks, or 
something that should be kept from the 
public, It’s just plain facts. If the bike 
shop or a person claims to be a tuner 
and do porting work as a business, then 
he should be able to answer Doug’s 








question, Just present your questions as 


. Doug did. Make him prove it, by showing 


you layout sheets and records of past 
engines they have built. If you don’t, 
you may be in the market for a new 
cylinder next week, because the one 
you just laid out your hard earned 
bucks to get ported may be worse than 
stock when you get it back. 

There are two ways of laying out an 
engine. Some tuners use the total 
duration method. In fact, most of them 
do. I use a different approach to the 
problem. I take everything off of top 
dead center (T.D.C.) because these are 
the numbers that I need to figure 
expansion chamber formulas from. And 
I believe this method is easier for the 
average rider to understand. 

Three tools that you must have to do 
this job with are: 1. Dial indicator to 
find top dead center, 2. degree wheel, 3. 
a pair of dial calipers, either metric or 
thousands of an inch. 

This is why I use the thousandsths of 
an inch scale over the metric scale 
because when I make a layout, the dial 
is easier to read, I think they now have 
metric dial calipers but I haven’t seen 
any yet. I started off many moons ago 
using the thousandths scale because 
those were the only calipers you could 
buy with a dial scale on them. A depth 
mike will work just as well but not as 
easily. 

First step is remove the head, mag 
cover and mag, carb, and intake 
manifold if it has one. Set your dial 
indicator up on the top of the cylinder. 
Now bring the piston up. to T.D.C. 
Mount your degree wheel to the end of 
the crank with “0” on the degree wheel 
at the top. Take a piece of welding rod, 
grind a point on it and wrap the other 
end around one of the mag cover screws 
and tighten in place, Now turn the 
engine over and set piston at T.D.C. Set 
pointer over “0” mark on your degree 
wheel. Now, you’re ready to degree the 
engine in, 

(2) Yes, by the above method. 

3) Yes. 

4) Give Webco a call. (Phone 
213-399-7726). They have a whole 
library of this. type of information and 
can tell you the nearest dealer where 
you can get the books, 

(5) With passageways that are 
pressure-sensitive and connected to the 
main shock body. The pressure of the 
oil as the shocks works causes it to 
circulate,

Pat, you’re getting into something 
that is more than just a little bit hard to 
do. I advise you to take your bike to 
someone who is capable of doing it for 
you. But if you want to try and do it 
yourself, here are some guidelines to go 
buy. 

(1) .50 inches before the tire 
bottoms out on the frame or the 
bottom of the seat should be maximum 
travel attempted. 

Step 1 in making the mod is to take 
the springs off of shocks and the rear 
wheel out of the bike, not take your 
shocks and hold them up to the 
swingarm, mark the swingarm where 
you want the lower shock eye. Now by 
compressing the shocks and holding the 
swingarm up you can see if you have 
enough room for the tire to clear the 
frame and seat. Be sure that you have 
1.000 inch of trail on the shock or it 
won’t handle right. 

The KONI shock works all right but 
not in their stock state. They will fade 
very rapidly, Mike Racing Center, 
among others, (Phone 213/866-3390) 
has the trick reservoirs for the KONIS. 
Or you can go with the new shock that 
has been designed by Arnaco people for 
this type of frame mod. They cost 
about $65.00 a pair and are guaranteed 
for one year. ©

The 350 OHC Single 
the AMA banned from racing

Once upon a time, about one long 


decade ago, England ruled the 
roost with her superb single and 
twin-cylinder motorcycles. Some 


of these great bikes have become 
classics with the rapid passing of 
time, still known for their unique 
quality, performance, and han- 


dling. 
One of these classic names is 
Velocette — a marque that acquired 


great importance due to nine Ise of Man 
TT wins and_ several World 
Championships with their superb 
overhead camshaft singles. Veloce, Ltd. 
also produced some fine OHV thumpers 
in 250, 350, and 500cc sizes, all of 
which are now highly esteemed by 
collectors all over the world as they 
were by racers in their prime. The 
company closed its doors in February of 
1971, and with this act, the last of the 
quality British singles disappeared. 


I recently had the opportunity to 
ride and test one of these proud old 
thumpers, which provided a memorable 
experience, to say the least. The day 
began with a phone call from Dick 
. Renstrom at Classics Unlimited in 

Caldwell, Idaho, and it ended with an 
afternoon on a well-maintained 
Velocette 350 “Viper.” 

The old single was sitting in the 
showroom ready to be ridden. The Velo 
was a superbly restored 1961 model, 
which is quite rare in America since 
the 350cc Viper was not imported in 
any quanitity ... the American 
distributors preferred to deal only in the 
larger 500cc models. 

The bore and stroke on this beautiful 
thumper is 72 X 86mm. With a sports 
cam and a 1-1/16” carb it pumps out 27 
HP at 7000 RPM — a modest figure by 
today’s standards. A separate four-speed 
box with ratios of 5.5, 6.64, 8.73, and 
12.62 to 1 nestles neatly but 
vintage-like behind the narrow 
crankcases in the rugged-looking 
single-loop cradle frame. A large single 
leading shoe brake of 7%” X 1%” is 
used up front, and a pair of 19” wheels 
were shod with Dunlop K-70s. 


Since the Viper is really a ‘‘de-bored”’ 
500, it is naturally quite heavy for a 350 
at around 370 pounds. It is also a big 
bike for a 350, but it looks as if it 
would run forever. The wheelbase, at 
54”, was typical for a roadster of that 
era. 
Starting the Viper proved to be a lot 
less work than a bigger 500 single. Ease 
it just past compression and then kick 
with just a whiff of throttle. With one 
good kick the mill would spring to life, 
which was followed by the most 
delightful whuff-whuff-whuff from that 
vintage fishtail muffler. The vibration 
level was much lower than a 500 
thumper, which was one of the charms 
of the old British 350s. 

The clutch pressure was so light that 
two fingers would pull it in, and a slight 
tug up on that long shift lever pulled it 
into gear with nary a twitch on the rear 
chain or the slightest sound from the 
gearbox. 

Cog swapping proved to be a 
revelation. The Velo shifted effortlessly. 
Absolutely no mechanical crunch, just 
short sweet dabs on the -pedals. Total 
mechanical perfection in the gearbox. 

The performance was brisk but not 
shattering. With such a tall first cog and 


the 370 pound dry weight, the Viper 
would never win anything at the drag 
strip. 

Velocette 350 OHC singles were, 
however, banned from AMA flat track 
racing in the old days because they, it 
was maintained, had an unfair speed 
advantage over the 500s, 650s, and 
side-valve Harleys. They must have been 
the quickest things around in their time. 

Once out on the road the bike felt 
better. There was nary a trace of 
vibration through the rev range, and the 
single was fully tractable down to very 
low revs. It was much more delightful to 
use than some of the modern high 
revving multis that have to be turned to

a jillion RPM to get in the powerband. 

For flat-out speed, the Viper was no 
slouch, either, since it clocked a cool 92 
MPH. That is really not too bad for a 
moderately tuned 350, especially when 
we found that my afternoon jaunt had 
produced a very respectable 75 MPG 
fuel consumption. Try that on your 
rice-grinder! 

I was also impressed by the handling 
of the single. It had a taut and firm feel 
in cornering that is lacking in so many 
modern bikes, with nary a shake of the 
head or a wiggle of the tail when 
encountering rough road surfaces heeled 
over at speed. 

There were, of course, the usual oil 
leaks as on all vintage British bikes, but 
the fine brakes and delightful power 
delivery made me forget about that. 
Neither were the lights up to 
contemporary standards. 

The Viper was a delight to ride both 
around town and on the open road. 
When I left it at the shop I had a better 
understanding of what that elusive 
virtue called “quality” is all about. The 
350 Velo was a real thoroughbred and a 
superb classic, but now they are all 
gone. Forever. ° 
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At 370 pounds the Velocette Viper is a heavy 350, yet it 
clocked 92 MPH and returned 75 MPG fuel mileage. 


The Viper uses a belt drive to the

The Velocette has always been known for its fine handling, 
and the Viper was no exception. The 350 proved to be a 
delightful street bike. 
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Chris Andrews, who works at Cycle 
News went to Indian Dunes last week to 
meet with Teresa Martin, professional 
motorcycle rider. There were two 
reasons for going. First, to talk with 
Teresa about the all-girl riding classes 
she has been holding. Second, so Chris 
could enroll for that day’s class. 

I went along with Chris for “moral 
support,” and because I've always been 
curious about bike-riding schools and 
the girl riders who attend. Chris has 
been riding for just a short time. I've 
been riding for about six years, three of 
them in desert competition. I had 
learned to ride pretty much by. myself — 
the “trial and error method.” You can 
sure get hurt a lot that way. 

Teresa Martin is quite a girl — acute 
23 year-old blonde who loves 
motorcycle riding. About eight years 
ago she obtained an old Yamaha 80. 

“It was a real disaster,” she says, but 
she tinkered with the bike until, she got 
it running. Before long she was riding 
Trials. She claims Trials is good because 
it teaches balance, coordination, and 
timing. 

A friend gave Teresa a chance to ride a 
Pursang one day. She was so thrilled at 
the speed it would go, that before long 
she was riding TT's. Within a year she 
was riding flat track and short track. 
Being pretty aggressive, it didn't take 
her long to get into speedway. She was 
probably the first girl speedway racer. 
Later, after sustaining some serious 
injuries, she turned to stunt work in the 
movie industry. That’s where she is 
today: stunt work and teaching other 
girls to ride. 

Friends told her she had a knack for 
teaching; she was able to relate to other 
people well. She got a lot of ideas on 
how to run a class from Russ Darnell, 
who conducts motocross schools 
himself. 

Teresa now holds classes during the 
week, on Saturdays, and during holiday 
seasons like Easter week. She uses 
Indian Dunes or Saddleback Park. These 
classes are for girls who do not want to 
sit in the pits talking about babies or the 
P.T.A., for girls who want to get out 
and ride with their husbands and kids 
and not have to ride fast to enjoy 
themselves. 

The classes. cost $20 a day, with or 
without your own bike. Teresa has a 
Bultaco Alpina and helmet for those 
who don’t own bikes. The Alpina is 
geared low enough so the girl isn’t afraid 
of it. Mike Hannon, a representative of 
Bultaco, maintains the bike for her so 
she is sure it is always in good running 
condition. She screens all girls wanting 
to get into the classes by their ability 
and experience in riding into two 
categories: those with some experience 
and those with little or none at all. 

Beginners fatigue faster than those 
who have been riding a while. When the 
girls get tired, they don’t learn as well. 
She does not ask them to do anything 
difficult. Some are ultrafeminine and 
she does a lot of extra talking to build 
their confidence. 

A lot of girls who have come to the 
classes come because their husbands 
have been pushing them to learn but 
don’t want to take the time to teach 
them. But they never were girls so they 
cannot put themselves in the place of a 
female, The male is more aggressive and 
not worried about falling and skinning 
his arms or breaking off his fingernails. 

Teresa stressed the fact that her’s is 
not just a riding school. The girls also 
get to know their bikes and understand 
what makes them “tick.” Some students 
want to come back for more lessons. 
She encourages them not to come back 
for a few weeks because she feels that 
they need a while to absorb what they 
have learned. 

Teresa likes to keep her beginning 
classes down to five students. This way 
she is better able to demonstrate to 
them as well as give each of them more 
individualized attention. The class Chris 
attended was composed of three young 
married ladies. 

Every moving part of the bike, such 
as the chain, levers, cables, etc. should 
be given a good shot of lubricant after 
each cleaning. Foam air filters should be 
removed and cleaned with gas or solvent 
after every race or trailride. 

Every rider, male or female, should 
clean and maintain their own bike as 
much as possible. If you rely on 
“someone else to maintain it for you, the 
work may not get done and you are the

one who gets stranded out on the trail 
having to walk back to the pits when 
the bike quits running. 

Protective riding equipment is very 
important and Teresa stressed that a 
helmet should always be worn — a good, 
Snell Foundation-approved helmet. A 
rider should have good sturdy riding 
boots and keep their pants or leathers 
tucked inside. She recommended the 
girls purchase the padded denim pants 
to start with. If they wanted to get into 
racing later, or if they were going to do 
a lot of riding, they should then 
consider buying leathers. Gloves with 
the rubber welting on the back of the 
hand are by far the best.-To my 
surprise, she even suggested that girls 
wear padded bras to protect their 
breasts from bushes and flying rocks, If 
a girl has long hair, she should wear it in 
braids or a ponytail. 

Before the bikes were started, Teresa 
went over the tools contained in the 
utility tool kits that come with most 
bikes. She recommended that each rider 
carry some type of kit made up of a 
screw driver, wire, master link, pliers, a 
wrench or two of the most common size 
used on the bike, a spare spark plug or 
two, and a spark plug wrench. 

Now, what happens when the bike 





won’t start? Teresa showed the girls 
step-by-step how to check out all the 
areas. First, is there gas in the tank? Is 
the pet-cock on? Can you see the fuel in 
the plastic line? Is this clogged? Remove 
the clip holding it to the carburetor. If 
it runs out, it is clear. Next, check the 
spark plug. Blow the loose dirt from 
around the plug and remove it. If it is 
wet, you are flooded. Put in a new one 
or blow and wipe the old one dry. If it 
is whitish, the bike is running lean and 
you better check with a more 
experienced person before taking the 
bike out again. The plug may be 
“whiskered.” The ‘whisker’ forms 
across the gap of the plug. Either change 
it or clean the “whisker” off with a 
fingernail or a pen knife. This most 
often happens while the bike is moving. 
The bike starts coughing and eventually 
stops running. 

If the plug is okay and the bike still 
will not run, it may be that there is no 
spark. This can be determined by fitting 
the plug back into the plug cap and 
holding the plug end against the 
cylinder of the engine and cranking the 
engine to see if there is a spark across 
the plug gap. If there is no spark, try a 
new plug. If a new plug does not give 
you spark, it could be a number of

- things. The kill button could be shorting 


out, it could be loose wiring or a short. 

Another way to get the bike going is 
to bump start it. Teresa teaches the girls 
how to do this. There are some dudes in 
the desert who will try to help the girls 
with their bike by trying to dismantle 
the engine. Beware. Don’t let any dude 
mess with your bike. out on the trail. 

Teresa told the girlsthat the bike is a 
machine, not a body (She refers to her 
bike as a boy. I refer to mine as a girl, or 
Bessie.). When you break a fingernail, it 
will grow back. If a spoke breaks on 
your bike, you have to buy another one. 

Once you have learned how to start 
and ride the bike, Teresa says you’d 
better know how to stop it. When 
applying the brakes it is important to 
apply equal pressure to both the front 
and back brake simultaneously. If the 
front starts acting up, release the front 
brake and reapply it. This should 
straighten it out. 

Teresa also teaches the girls to shift 
standing up. This is necessary when 
riding the rough cross-country 
whoop-de-doos or through rocks. While 
standing on the pegs, the rider can 
better maneuver the bike by shifting the 
weight of her body, The thighs work 
like shock absorbers. 

When riding the pegs in the rough, it 
can be difficult to use the clutch to 
shift. Teresa explained that most bikes 
can be shifted at certain RPM without 
the clutch. This makes it easier to shift 
standing; only the foot has to do any 
work, She had all the girls run up and 
down the flat area to see if they were 
shifting properly in the standing 
position and if they were standing up 
with good form. 

When class resumed after lunch, we 
rode out to the whoop-de-doo section. 
She explained how the sunlight can 
distort the ground. From a short 
distance off the whoop-de-doos may not 
even be seen and the first one may pitch 
the rider off. She should remain 
standing through the whoop-de-doos 
until she is back on smoother ground. 
The girls were sent back and forth 
through the section at various speeds, 

The group moved on to deeper sand 
and, after more lecturing, the girls each 
took a try at it. Teresa explained that 
sand can teach a rider a lot. You get a 
lot of reaction in it. It makes you 
work. When they became more 
experienced, they would be going 
through at higher speeds so the front 
wheel of the bike would plane across 
the top of the sand making the bike 
easier to control. She demonstrated the 
technique of getting the bike going after 
stalling in deep sand. In a standing 
position, push the bike along with the 
feet while applying the throttle. With 
the weight off the rear wheel, the bike 
will start moving easier. 

The water crossing was next. It was 
about 20 feet across and looked deep. 
Teresa explained what to look for when 
approaching water. No rocks and 
smooth water could mean quicksand. 
Whitecaps or ripples indicate rocks 
below the surface. Look over the area 
before entering the water. Once in the 
water, keep moving till you are through. 
Be sure to check your brakes on the 
other side. They will be wet and you 
have to dry them out the same as you 
would a car. 

We moved on through a sandy wash 
and, after more lecture, the girls took 
turns at an uphill. During the lecture, 
Teresa explained how some hills have 
better traction than others, One should 
try to examine the hill as you approach 
it, picking out the easiest way to go up. 
If the hill is steep, don’t let it psych you 
out. It’s just a hill. The girls tried the 
hill up on the pegs; then, sitting. They 
went up and down the hill in each 
position.. They are also instructed on 
how to handle the bike should it stall 
before they reach the top. They learn 
how to turn it around, get it started, 
and try again. 

It was hard to believe Teresa had 
covered so much by the end of the day. 
Chris was really impressed with it and 
anxious to get out riding more so she 
could apply the lessons she had learned, 
Teresa demonstrated excellent teaching 
methods and I recommend her highly to 
any girl wanting to learn to ride 
a motorcycle — particulary off-road.

Irwindale Pre-season Qualifier 


By Dennis Greene 


IRWINDALE, CAL., MAR. 30 


With the 


official 


opening of 


Speedway just three weeks away, 
the Speedway Racing Association 
(SRA) found it necessary to hold 


a qualifying round to classify the 
riders not included in the top 30 
by the total points from the 1973 


season. 

All winter the SRA worked on a 
system that would be fair to all the 
young hopefuls wanting a first division 
ride. The format worked out by the 
SRA brings a total of 50 first division 
riders to the line for 1974: the top 30 
riders from last year as determined by 
the total points from 1973 and 20 
additional riders to be chosen by a pair 
of qualifying rounds, The 20 riders from 
the two qualifying rounds will receive a 
dual license allowing them to compete 
in second division shows, if they 
wish, and also in first division events. 

The dual license was made necessary 
by the fact that several of the Speedway 
promoters will be running two nights a 
week this year; one night being the 
regular show with first and second 
division, and the other show for second 
division only, This will give the new 
talent a chance to be seen and more 
time to perfect their talent without 
some of the top 30 riders coming out 
and running away with the show and all 
the money. 

In 1973, there were approximately 
150 riders wanting to ride in the first 
division and out of the 109 race meets 
some only got to ride three or four 
times. For some, the frustration was too 
much and they gave up. For those who 
stuck it out, it was still no bed of roses; 
even when they did manage to get a 
ride, the money was small and for the 








most part did not even cover their gas 
expense to get to the track. Hopefully, 
this will all be changed for the 1974 
season. 

This past Saturday night at 
Irwindale, the first of these qualifying 


events was held with a total of 40, 
count ‘em 40, events in which three 
points were given for first place, two 
points for second and one for third. 
Each of the 32 riders competed in five 
events. A perfect night would bring a 
rider 15 points. 

Troy McKee and Bruce Penhall were 
the two top scorers with 14 points each. 
Two newcomers,: Dave Sims and Bob 
Schwartz, finished with 13 points each 
for second and there was a six-way tie 
for third among six of the hopefuls. 

The second and final qualifying 
round will be held this Saturday night at 
Irwindale with a second batch of 32 
riders trying for one of the 20 dual 
licenses, ° 


Dave Sims finished in tie for second with Bob Schwartz, each picked up 13 points.

BRISBANE, AUSTRALIA, MAR. 16 
Personality rider Steve Reinke of 
Brisbane, Queensland, has won 
the speedway motorcycle 
championship of Australia in his 
third start in the series finals. He 
thus ended the Jim Airey — John 
Boulger domination of the event 
in recent years. 

Reinke, riding on his home track, 
powered to a 15-point maximum to win 
the first Australian title of his five-year 
speedway career. The 28 year-old ^ 
Ipswich star almost had the stadium in 
an uproar when he_ methodically 
disposed of nearest challenger Boulger 
in a decisive heat 18. Until then both 
riders were undefeated and the winner 
was destined to become champion. 

Earlier, both Reinke and defending 
champion Boulger had proven their 
ability to come from the back so gating 
wasn’t as vital as one might have 
anticipated, 

From the inside position, Reinke 
rocketed into the first turn with Boulger 
on the outside. Reinke took Boulger up, 
kept the throttle on and gained a slight 
advantage as they hit the back straight. 
The ex-champ tried — how he tried — 
but there was no catching the wily 
Bananalander. 

As Boulger said: “There was only 
one line at that stage of the night after 
the midgets had been started on the 
track. ..and Reinke beat me to it. Once 
he got in front I tried a few other lines 
and cut-backs but they were useless. 
You had to be out on the fence where 
the dirt was.” 

A major flare-up when the 
Queensland State semi-finals were 
rained off resulted in a rider’s strike 
after local Control Board officials 
selected the four riders to contest the 
final from that State. The matter was 
only resolved within 48 hours of the 
championship meeting.
